_ Washington, February 18.—An extra 
@ession of congress looms very large 
@nd probable tonight. 

~Uniess President Taft and friends 
ef Canadian reciprocity agreement are 
@ble to bring more than ordinary pres- 
gure to bear upon the senate and avert 
the expenditure of any time whatever 
by. the opponents of the agreement— 
or friends, either, for that matter—it 
is difficult to see how the senate can 
reach a vote on the subject before ad- 
fournment, two weeks from today. 

Measures Ahead of Pact. 

Ahead of the Canadian agreement 
or consideration by the senate, fn ad- 
dition to fem general appropriation 
bills, are measures affecting the fol- 
iowing subjects: 

Popular elections of senators. 

Senator Lorimer’s case. 

Permanent tariff board. 

General age pensions. 

Congressional apportionment. 

Fortification of Panama canal 

Not one of these measures can be 
sidetracked without a contest. Some 
of the measures must be left unpassed 
or the Canadian agreement will die. 

There is not time enough left for all. 

Several senators whose knowledge 
of the legislative situation cannot be 
doubted expeessed views in accord 
with the outline given when they were 
asked today for statements as to what 
might be expected in connection with 
President Taft*’s demand that a vote 
be taken at the present session on the 
Canadian agreement. 

So far as can be learned, no senator 
who has talked with President Taft 
has been commissioned to announce 
positively whether there will be an 
extra session in the event the senate 
fails to vote on the Canadian agree- 
ment. 

Senators Look for Extra Session. 

The general opinion now seems to 
be that there wiil be an extra session, 
and the only senators who are mak- 
ing preparations to go home after 
March 4 are those whose service ex- 
pires on that date. Among these are 
a@ number or the senate leaders, the 
list being Messrs. Aldrich, Beveridge, 
Bulkeley, Burkett, Burrows, Carter, 
Depew, Dick, Flint, Frazier, Hale, 
Kean, Money, Piles, Scott, Taliaferro, 
Warner and Young (when the Iowa leg- 
isiature adjourns).

MANY MEMBERS DOZING 
| IN HOUSE CLOAK ROOMS 


Filibuster Was Conducted Sin- 
gle-Handed by Mann of Il- 
linois, One of Cannon’s Lieu- 
tenants—Democrats Charge 
That Filibuster Was Begun 
to Force Extra Session. 


Washington, February 19.—The de- 
bate on the omnibus claims bill, after 
two days’ filibuster, wasin progress in 
the house at 8:80 o’clock this morning. 
Speeches were being meade on both 
sides. Many members were dozing in 
the cloak rooms and lobbies. About 
a hundred spectators lingered in the 
galleries to witness any unusual pro- 
ceedings. | 

The filibuster was begun at 10 a. m. 
Friday. 

Solos, Songs and Funny Stories. 

All day and through the evening 
hours there were incessant motions, 
frequent roll calls, a search for absen- 
tee members to produce a quorum, flery 
speeches in which a warning finger 
was pointed to the next national elec- 
tion, jibea, burlesques and queries to 
the chair. Vocal solos, songs and 
funny stories furnished entertainment 
while the house waited for absent 
members. 

Speaker Cannon was absent during 
the evening. Representative Olmsted, 
of Pennsylvania, occupied the chair. 
The fight against the bill—for its op- 
ponents resented its being called a 
fililbuster—was oonducted single-hand- 
ed by Mr. Mann, of Illinois, one of 
Speaker Cannon's chief lieutenants, 
while Messrs. Prince, of Illinois, chair- 
man of the claims committee, and the 
republican who reported the bill, and 
Sims of Tennessee, Clayton of Ala- 
bama, Carlin of Virginia, and other 
democrats solidly backed by their 
party, voted for the measure. 

Specter of Spollation Claims. 

The bill, as it passed the senate, car- 
ried $2,352,941; -tncluding $842,689 for 
the French spoliation claims. But the 
claims committee reported the bill to 
the house without the French spolia- 
tion features. It was the specter of 
these French spoliation claims which 
the republican leaders feared would 
be tacked onto the bill in the final con- 
ference between the two houses at so 
late av-day in the session that the house 
might act on the conference report 
without an opportunity to vote against 
the French claims separately. 

Democratic leaders conjured other 
motives, an effort to force an extra ses- 
sion so as to embarrass the democratic 
party by plunging it into the throes of 
tariff revision before it had time to 
prepare for that work, while the re- 
publicans claimed that the shutting off 
of the spoliation feature was the pur- 
pose of the filibuster. 

At 2:25 a.m. the house practically 
killed the senate bill by adopting a 
motion of Mr. Mann, of Illinois, to 
strike out all after the enacting clause 


in that bill, which had provided for 
the French spoliation claims. Adop- 


tion of this motion had the effect of 
eliminating the measure as a senate 
bill. It left it as the house bill with- 
out any provision for the spoliation 
claims, which was the direct target of 
the filibuster. The republicans. were 
jubilant over what they regarded as a 
shrewd trick by Mr. Mann. The read-

Gainesville, Ga., February 18. 
Posses returning tonight from 
the country surrounding the 
scene of the hold-up this morn- 
ing report no trace of the rob- 
bers. Tomorrow the man-hunt 
will be taken up again, and will 
be in charge of detectives of the 
Southern railway, Southern Ex- 
press Company and county offi- 
cials. 

Descriptions of the robbers se- 
cured here indicate that one of 
the men. was rather tall and 
stoop-shouldered, with stubby 
mustache and apparently about 
40 years old.

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White Sulphur Springs, Ga., Febru- 
ary 18.—(Special.)—-Disappearing as 
completely as if the earth had swal- 
lowed them up, not a trace has been 
discovered of five bandits who, in real 
wild west style, held up the Southern 
railway’s fast mail. No. 36, near here, 
at 2:15 o’clock this morning dynamited 
and robbed the express car of $700 in 
cash. More than $60,000 in currency 
and gold remained in another safe in 
the express car unmolested. 

While clipping off the miles at a 
pretty fair rate of speed 2 mile abcve 
this place, Engineer Fant had just set- 
tled in his seat to make up several 
minutes’ lost time when he suddenly 
saw a red signal ahead He slowed 
down the train, and upon approaching 
the signal, noted that a man was 
swinging a lantern.

Washington, February 138-—Be af- 
fecteg by his emotions, and weakened 
by the illness with which hg was 
stricken during the last session of 
congress, as to be unable to oontinue, 
Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, 
sank sobbing into his seat shortly 
after having begun a speech in eulogy 
of the late Senators Alexander 5S. Clay, 
of Georgia, and Jonathan P. Dolliver, 
of Iowa. 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, moved 
hastily over ang took a seat by the 
South Carolinian. A few words from 
Mr. Bacon, in a measure, restored the 
control of his nerves to Mr. Tilleten 
and shortly afterward he feebly walk- 
ed from the chamber. 

Scene Most Affecting. 

The scene was an affecting one, 
members on the floor and spectators 
in the gallery being moved yisibly. 
The attempt to speak at length was 
the first Mr. Tillman had made sinae 
his return to his duties and his friends 
had feared that it might prove too 
great a tax upon his impatreq strength. 

Mr. concluding wwords 
were: 3 

“Dolliver, as 
a great man. 
in this country, 


Tillman's 


we all called him, was 
Great men are plentiful 
but not so great as 
Dolliver. Good men are plentiful, not 
so good as Clay. They both have lef 
us and we know not how soon our 
own time may come I feel that with 
especial force.

The senate this afternoon turned 
aside from the crowded calendars and 
the momentous problems of legislation 
that still remain unsolved, to dwell 
upon the life and public works of the 
late Alexander Stephens Clay, of Geor- 
gia, and Jonathan P. Dolliver, and their 
former colleagues paid the tributes to 
their memory thet love and affectionate 
admiration dictate. 

Those who spoke were Senators Ba- 
con, of Georgia; Scott, of West Vir- 
ginia; Taliaferro, of Florida; Lodge, of 
Massachusetts; Overman, of North 
Carolina: Carter, of Montana; and Bai- 
ley, of Texas. Senator Terrell int enda- 
ed to deliver an eulogy, but was pre- 
vented from being present by his con- 
tinued illness. 

Bacon’s Tribute to Clay. 

Senator Bacon began his address by 
referring to the deaths of four sen@g- 
tors, Clay, Daniel, Dolliver and McEn- 
ery, since the close of the last session 
of congress, and said: 

“The passing of these four senators 
could but leave a great vold in our 
midst: and their deaths, all announced 
in this chamber within the same hour,

PASSENGER TELLS STORY 


OF FAST 


MAIL ROBBERY 


Spartanburg, S. C., February 18.— 
(Special.)—-T. P. Curtis, of Kentucky, 
en route from Atlanta to Spartanburg 
today, told a graphic story of the hold- 
up by bandits of Southern train No. 36, 


near White Sulphur, Ga., at 3 o clock 
this morning. He said: 

“*At 3 o’clock this morning, the en- 
gineer was flagged down in a cut by a 
white man, who had a lantern covered 
with a red cloth. Dismounting his en- 
gine, he walked several paces to the 
front to see the cause of his being 
stopped and met one of the bandits, 
who ordered him to remain away from 
his engine. Otuher veges enterad dif- 
ferent parts of the train and the fire- 
man was ordered to leave his post of 
duty. 

“The express messenger Was power- 
less and calmly stood by while the 
safe was blown open. One terrific 
blast was used in blowing this safe 
to pieces and all of the passengers 
were awakened. [I ventured out of my 
sleeper to determine the cause of the 
delay tn the woods and was confronted 
by the robbers, who ordered that they 
return to their berths. Other members 
of the train crew went through cars 
and tol the passengers to remain 
their places. 

“The yegss flourished pistols in the 
faces of those who walked out of the 
coach. 

“Soon another and louder blast came 
from the express car and the safe was 
blown completely open ®vith this. The 
money, $1,000, was taken and the yeggs 
began the work of opening the other 
safe, containing $60,000. In this they 
were unsuccessful and departed before 
accomplishing the feat of dynamiting 
two safes in less than an hour. 
Passengers Hide Diamonds in Spittoons 

“When the passengers on the train 
learned that robbers were at work in 
the express car, they made every effort 
to conceal their valuables. Pocket- 
books and watches were placed in all 


a 
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corners of the coaches and the ous- 
pidors were filled with money. Watches 
and diamonds were placed between the 
mattresses of the Pullman berths, but 
at no time did any of the yveggs enter 
any of the other cars. They made ab- 
solutely no attempt to obtain other 
valuables than the money in the ex- 
press company’s safe. 

“After leaving the second safe intact, 
the yegsggs gathered in all of their 
spoile and retreated in the dense woods 
surrounding. the scene of the hold-up. 
None of them were caught and there 
igs no good description of the men in 
the hands of the officers, as all took 
necesSary precautions and wore heavy 
black masks. 

“The work of reorganizing the crew 
of the train was at once taken up, 
after the veggs had retreated to the 
woods. It was found that the fireman 
was missing and also one flagman 
could not be located after the robbery. 
The train without these men proceeded 
to the next station north of the scene, 
which is Lula, Ga. From this point the 
news of the robbery was telegraphe4 
to officials of the road, who imme- 
diately took action in securing a posse 
on the scene to scour the surrounding 
woods.”’ 

After a delay of about one hour 
the train proceeded on its northern 
journey and arrived in this city about 
one hour late. The train was in charge 
of Captain Mooney, the conductor. Aft- 
er arriving in Greenville, S. C., news of 
the missing fireman and flagman was

“My first intimation of the hold-up,” 
said he, “was the signal of a bad rail 
ahead.

the express compartment of the bag- 
gage car, ordering FExxpressman Miller 
to hold up his hands. Miller obeyed 
after the bandits gave him to under- 
stand they meant business. 

Conductor Mooney thought the whole 
affair was a practical joke, and handled 
one of the robbers roughly. He was 
soon convinced, however, by the per- 
suasive presence of a dangerous look- 
ing gun that he was face to face with 
the real thing. 

After working for ten minutes, and 
after making three unsuccessful at- 
tempts to dynamite the larger safe in 
the car, the men turned their attention 
to the smaller safe. They quickly ef- 
fected entrance to its contents, and 
secured about $700 In currency, gold 
and silver. Probably alarmed by the 
explosions set off in the effort to break 
the larger safe, the bandits allowed the 
train crew to take their places on the 
train, and they disappeared in the 
woods. 

Before beginning their operations on 
the safe, the bandits took pains to ex- 
tinguish every light on the train ex- 
cept the one by which they worked in 
the express car. They worked noise- 
lessly and with speed. Those of the 
train crew who were forced to watch 
the men at work have no doubt that 
they were experts in their line. 

Passengers Greatly Excited. 

Most of the passengers on the train 
were asleep. For some time they did 
not stir. The explosions finally created 
excitement in the passenger coaches, 
and it was with difficulty that Conduc~ 
tor Mooney kept the passengers quiet. 

Fearing that the bandits would enter 
the coaches and rob them, passengers 
hastily began. to hide money, jewels 
and trinkets in every conceivable nook 
and corner. Diamonds were tossed in 
cuspidors, pearls were hidden in “rats” 
and stockings. Money was quickly 
stowed between mattresses in Pull- 
mans and beneath seats in day cars. 
When the passengers were told that 
the bandits had fled, many an easy 
breath was taken, and no little merri- 
ment was indulged in over what had 
transpired in the cars. 

Agent Terrell, of the Southern Ex- 
press Company; Deputy United States 
Marshal Landers, Detective Hanie, of 
the Southern railway; Deputy Sheriff 
Little and a posse with bloodhounds, 
set out on the trail of the men, but 
the fleeing robbers not only back- 
tracked in numerous instances, but 
dashed pepper in their tracks, making 
it an impossibility for the dogs to re- 
cover the scent. 

The scene of the deed is ideal for a 
robbery. A long stretch of straight 
track made it easy to flag the en- 
gineer in time to secure an opportune 
stop. Mountains and valleys offered 
local means of hiding and escape. It 
will be a hard matter for the thieves 
to escape into adjoining territory. 

One section of the top of the express 
car was blown to atoms. That one or 
more of the robbers was a professional, 
was shown by the delicate manner in 
which operations were performed. 

Express Messenger Miller, standing 
in the rear of the car with his hands 
toward the ceiling, watched closely the 
movements of the men working at the

Conductor Tells Story of Hold-Up. 


Charlotte, N. February 18.—-“l 
thought the whole affair was a prac- 
tical joke,” exclaimed Conductor 
Mooney, who was in charge of the 
Southern’s fast mail, No. 86, held up 
near Gainesvife this morning, when 
he ended his eventful run at his home 
here at 10 o’clock. 

“When I felt the train coming to a 
stop near White Sulphur I knew some- 
thing was wrong, and seizing my lan- 
tern I alighted and started for the en- 
gine. Just as I left the coach a husky 
masked man threw @ pistol in my face 
and ordered me to throw up my hands. 
I Knew some of the fellows on the train 
were in a funny frame of mind, and I 
knocked the gun aside, exclaiming ‘cut 
out this foolishness, I’ve got to look 
after my train.’ The stranger, who 
acted like a man green at the job of

FLAGMAN SHIRLEY PREVENTED 
COLLISION AFTER THE HOLD-UP 


“T don’t know much about the actual 
hold-up,” saiq Flagman C. H. Shirley, 
of 151 Spring street, yesterday after 
noon, in speaking of the robbery of 
Southern train No. 36, shortly before 
leaving the city for his regular run. 
“I had to go back and flag, and s80 
missed most of the fun.” 

In spite of that, Mr. Shirley probably 
played the most prominent part of any 
of the train crew in the hold-up early 
Saturday morning, when the express 
car on Southern train No. 36, the fast 
northbound mail, was looted by five 
masked robbers. He was the first 
ftrainmen to give notice of the crime, 
and was the target for the only shots 
fired by the bandits. 

“IT was told by the conductor, 
he found out we were held up, 
on back to the rear of the train, if I 
cculd, to get’ by the guards the men 
had placed there, if possible, and to 
return to White Sulphur Springs to 
prevent another train from crashing 
into us from the rear. I was also to 
give warning of the orime. 

“T got back on the train like the 
robber told me to do, when he held a 
pistol in my face, and ran through the 
cars to the rear platform of the last 
Pullman. Just back of this was a pri- 
vate car belonging to H. E. Hutchens, 
genera] superintendent. We are not 
allowed to go through private cars at 
night, and so I had to go around. 

“I slipped off the platform with my 
signalling outfit, and as quietly as I 
could I ran on back. I heard several 
shots fired, but did not know where 
they were aimed, as the confusion of 
the safe explosion and the puffing of 
the engine was very great. 

‘There was no guard at the rear of 
the train, though I[ was afraid there 
was going to be one. As soon as I got 
t White SuphurlIhad signals ptu out 
ang the alarm telegraphed in. I wait- 
eq there for No. 35 and came on back 
to Atlanta. No. 36 picked up another 
flagman farther up the road.” 

Mr. Shirley states that the first in- 
timation that he and the conductor 
had of the hold-up was the grinding 
of the brakes about 2 miles north of 
White Sulphur Springs early Saturday 
morning. The conductor was in the 
car ahead. of the day coach, where his 
box and papers are kept, while Mr. 

hirley was in the day coach, where 
he had gone from the rear of the train 
to get one of his books. 

“Il stepped out In the vestibule of 
the day coach,” said Mr. Shirley, ‘to 
see what was the matter, ag such a 
stop if, of course, very unusual. There 
I met the conductor, and neither of 
us being able to explain the stop, we 
both got off to see for ourselves. All 
was dark, but ahead of us we saw thie

Engineer D. J. Fant, of the Southern 
passenger train No. 36, which was held 
up and robbed near White Sulphur 
Springs yesterday morning, arrived in 
Atlanta at 9 o’clock last night. 

Engineer. Fant stated that the re- 
ports of the hold-up are correct in all 
material details and in speaking of the 
bold act of the highwaymen he said: 

“Shortty after we passed White Sul- 
phur Springs, one of the bandits 
flagged me with a red lantern, and 
when I stopped the train he told me 
that a rail ahead had been torn. up 
and was being repaired. 

“While he was talking to me about 
the broken rail, another man boarded 
the cab on the fireman’s side and then 
both the fireman and myself were cov- 
ered with revyolvers. 

“T was red back to the express car, 
and ordered to carry a shovel with me. 
The express clesk was covered soy 
search of the car began, Before the 


search began, however, one of the first 
acts of the bandits was to cut out all 
lights on the train. 

“The express car was searched and 
dynamite was used in an effort to blow 
up a large safe in the car. The large 
safe, it is stated, contained several 
thousand dollars, and it was this that 
the bandits were evidently after. Sev- 
eral times was the large safe dyna- 
mited, but with vain results. - The ban- 
dits evidently were afraid that the re- 
peated explosions would be heard at a 
distance, and aid sent for. The big 
safe was abandoned. There was an- 
other smaller safe in the car, and this 
the robbers next dynamited. This was 
blown open and several packages of 
Mexican money taken. It is believed 
that the robbers got only about $100 in 
the foreign money. When they had 
looted the two safes the train crew was 
allowed to proceed with its train.

Reported to Be Brewing in! 
‘Real Estate Men Hold 


the Republic of 
‘ Nicaragua. 


San Juan Del Sur, Nicaragua, Feb- 
ruary 18.—It is reported from govern- 
ment sources that a group of revolu- 
tionists captured the small town of 
Teustepe, but were later dislodged by 
government forces. 

Teustepe is north of Lake Nicara- 
gua, about 40 miles east of Managua, 
the capital. 

In a State of Unrest. 

New Orleans, February 18.—A pri- 
vate cabliegram received here today 
from Managua, Nicaragua, stated that 
the country is in a state of unrest 
and a general uprising against the 
Estrada government is brewing. 

For several weeks members of the 
Zelayaista junta here, many of whom 
fled Nicaragua when the Estrada revo- 
lutionary forces captured the capital, 
have been planning another war in 
that country. Jose Santos Zelaya, for- 
mer president of Nicaragua, who is 
now in Belgium, is believed to be 
supplying funds for the purpose of 
harassing the governments of Nica- 
ragua and Guatemala. That money is 
being expended for this purpose’ by 
the junta here is an open secret. 

Dr. Salvator Castrillo, Nicaraguan 
minister to the United States, who left 
New Orleans tonight for Washington, 
said the fact that the explosion in 
the ammunition barracks at Mana- 
gua Monday following closely upon the 
return to the Nicaraguan capital of 
prominent Zelayaistas who had been ex- 
fled for months, indicated a conspir- 
acy against the government.

RECIPROCAL PACT 
TU STRIKE RUCK 


It Will Be Bitterly Fought 


in Senate. 


Pact Now Before Senate Fi- 

nance Committee—Probable 
Bill Will Be Reported With- 
out Recommendation—Atti- 
tude of Democrats. 


Washington, February 18. — The 
finance committee of the senate today 
worked on the McCall bill to supply 
the legislative machinery required to 
put into effect the reciprocal trade 
agreement with Canada Three or four 
days probably will be consumed by the 
committee in reaching a decision as to 
the manner of reporting the bill. 

It was decided to limit hearings to 
Monday and Tuesday. Practically all 
of the requests for hearings came from 
agricultural interests. The committee 


adjournment was taken until Monday. 

Whether there are enough votes in 
the committee to report the bill favor- 
ably could not be learned today, and 
probably will not be known until Mon- 
day, when Senator Hale will be able to 
attend the meeting. As a matter of 
fact the members of the committee feel 
that it is tmmatertal how the bill is 
reported, whether favorably, adversely 
or without recommendation. The indi- 
cations are that the latter method will 
be employed in the interest of the early 
transfer of the fight to the floor of the 
senate. 

How the Committee Stands. 

The most ardent supporters of Cana- 
dian reciprocity on the committee are 
Senator Cullom, of [Illinois;: Senator 
Money, of Mississippi, and Senator 
Stone, of Missouri. Had it not been for 
the injury to the fishing industry of 
Gloucester, Mass., Benator Lodge, of 
that state, would have been the leader 
in the forthcoming struggle in the sen- 
ate. Senators Bailey, Taliaferro and 
Simmons, the other minority members, 
probably will oppose the agreement. 
Senator Burrows, wh® is acting chair- 
man of the committee in the absence of 
Senator Aldrich, and Senators Smoot 
and Flint, though opposed to the agree- 
ment on the ground that it endangers 
the principle of protection, usually are 
found among those supporting adminis- 
tration measures.

So Justice Hughes Declares at 
Dinner Given in His 
Honor. 


New York, February 18.—Charles E. 
Hughes, former governor of New York, 
made his first appearance and address 
at a public function tonight since his 
appointment as associate justice of the 
United States supreme court. Bight 
hundred lawyers, including eight wom- 
en, gathemed at the Hotel Astor, with 
their friem and guests, to do him 
honor at a® ver under the auspices 
of the New County Lawyers As-

Alton B. .. presided, and the 
speakers besid& ‘tice Hughes were 
George W. Wickersham, United States 
Attorney General; Joseph H. Choate and 
a number of members of the federal 
and state bench. 

“In a democracy,” said Justice 
Hughes, in his address, ‘the position 
of a judge is to me the highest privi- 
lewe of vocation. I should not attempt 
to speak of the supreme court of the 
United States—it is for others to speak 
for themselves through their Opinions 
—and not otherwise. It is pecullarly 
the people’s tribunal, for it is the func- 
tion to safeguard the fundamental 
rights expressed in the people’s consti- 
tution. And I assure you that in the 
conference of the judges of the su- 
reme court of the United States there 
s exhibited a candor and comprehen- 
siveness and sincerity of complete de- 
votion to their task that I am sure 
would be most gratifying to the entire 
people of the union could they know 
more intimately what actually takes 
place,”

Washington, February 18.—The serate 
committee on military affairs today 
ordered a favorable report on the bill 
to create a civil was volunteer officers’ 
retired list and-place thereon with re- 
tired pay surviving officers who served 
in the army, navy and marine corps. 
The same bill is now on the house cal- 
endar. 

All surviving volunteer officers who 
served six months or more in the civil 
war are eligible to enrollment on the 
proposed retired list, but only those 
who have reached the age of 70 years 
can receive retired pay, and only those 
who served two years or more are en- 
titled to the full benefits of the meas- 
ure. Retired pay is granted accord- 
ing to former rank and length of serv- 
ice, with a maximum of $900 and a 
minimum of $450 per annum. The esti- 
mated total cost the first year would be 
$3,000,¢ 0.

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WANTS CONVICT LAW AMENDED 
TO GIVE STATE BETTER ROADS 


That a large portion of the work 
of the convicts upon the roads of the 
state should be done upon the high- 
ways used for general trave!, is the 
opinion of Governor Joseph M. Brown. 

The governor believes that the state 
convict law should be amended so that 
each county working the convicts shall 
be required to work a good percentage 
of them on the roads leading from 
| the county site to the sites of adjoin- 
|ing counties, thus affording splendid 
| public roads leading from end to end 
|and from side to side of the entire 
i state. 
| Im many counties, the governor 
| points out, this kind of work is now 
being done, but he believes that it 
should be required in all of the coun- 
ties, and in a discussion of the ques- 
tion he shows the splendid results that 
would follow the employment of such 
'a system. 

“The interest of the people of the 
— state should be at least meas- 
urably held in view in the working of 
the state convicts on the county roads,” 
| said Governor Brown. 
| “As the law now stands, the conviocts 
are furnished to the counties without 
charge by the state, with the require- 
‘ment that they shall be- worked upon 
the public roads. Each county, how- 
‘ever, working comvicts is to a great 
extent left free to control the details 
as well as -the general policy of this 
‘work. In some counties they are put- 
(ting the main roads in fine condition 
and confining the work mainly to them. 
In others, from reports J get, they are 
ising the convicts more for local 
roads than for those which connect 
ounty with county.

“We would shave thousands of miles 
of highways over which two-mule 
teams could easily carry three tons 
each of produce; amd in automobiles, 
buggies or wagons communication be- 
tween localities throughout the state 
would be multiplied in the elements of 
rapidity, ease and cheapness. This is 
no ‘pipe dream,’ but it is an achieve- 
ment quite in the reach of the people 
of Georgia. 

“We cam scarcely conceive of rs | 
numbers of advantages which such a 
system of good roads would secure 
for our people. There would be to a 
considerable extent a ‘back toe the 
country’ migration. A family could 
live five miles from town and ve

Kleven feeble-minded children ap- 
plied for admission to one of the orph- 
ans’ homes in Georgia tn the last three 
Six of these were from the 
mountains. The father of four of these 


motherless children is said to be a 
mental and moral degenerate. The ap- 
plication says, “The father is absolute- 
ly worthless, and the children get no 
attention from him whatever. He is 
absent all day, and not mentally able 
to provide for them in any way. 

Two fatherless boys from the same 
place are children of a mother who is 
neither physically or mentelly able to 


care for them. 

One of the cittes asks us to take 
four fatherless children. whose father 
war aman of considerable intelligence. 
but whose mother is a feeble-minded 
woman and has entafled it upon her off- 
spring. 

The other was a babe one month old 
of an idiotic mother. 

Fearfal Results of Neglect. 

Dr. Fernald, who has spent his life 
in the treatment of the feeble-minded, 
says: “The adult males become the 
town loafers, the irresponsible pests of 
the neighborhood, petty thieves, pur- 
posely destroyers of women and little 
zirls. It is well known that feeble- 
ninded women and girls are very liable 
-o become sources of unspeakgble de- 
bauchery and lcentiousness which pol- 
iuntes the whole life of the young boys 
and the youth of the community. They 
rrequently disseminate in a wholesale 
way the most loathsome and deadly 
diseases, permanently poisoning the 
minds and bodies of thoughtless youth 
at the very threshold of manhood Al- 
most every country town has one or 
more of these defective women, each 
having from one to four illegitimate 
children, every one of whom is pre- 
destined to be defectite mentally, crim- 
inal or an outcast of some sort.” 

In Homes of the Hizxhest. ‘ 

It has been wondered why of 
these children come into the families 
of bishops, distinguished men, as well 
as the homes of the rich. Dr. Fernald 
gives this interesting statement as to 
the causes of this disease: ‘“Feeble- 


‘mindedness may be caused by any con- 


dition interfering with the normel de- 
velopment of the unborn child. Most 
potent of all causes is heredity. In a 
large proportion of cases either tnsan- 
ity, idiocy, epilepsy, inebriety, or the 
evidences of inferiority or degeneracy 
are found in the parents or their imme- 
diate families.”

cos AGAINST GERMANY 


Senator Curtis to Press 
Resolution About Pot- 
ash Dispute. 


Washington, February 15.—Senator 
Curtis expects to press for passage at 
the present session of congress 4n 
amendment to the pure food act, which 
he introduced last session, on the 
ground that it would put in the hands 
ef President Taft a weapon which he 
might use in dealing with the German 
government in respect to the potash 
and other disturbing questions. Sec- 
retary of State Knox has been called 
upon for 2 statement regarding the 
bill. especially for an opinion as to 
whether it would be effective in dis- 
posing of the potash question. 

The proposed amendment to the pure 
food act would enable the president 
to exclude from importation the prod- 
uets of any foreign country when he 
is satisfied that such country, in vio- 
lation of treaty obligation with the 
Unitead States. seeks by ‘repressive 
discriminatory or goaiieentory meesures 
to jeopardize. impair.or destroy the 
capital of citizens of the United State 
legitimately invested in such boteiam 
state.” 

In a statement issued tonight, Sen- 
ator Curtis quotes from 4 treaty with 
Germany giving t© citizens of this 
country protection in the pursuit of 
business performed in submission to 
the laws of Germany. He says that his 
amendment would reach the case of 
American: capital invested in the pot- 
ash industry of Germany. 

Continuing. the senetor says: 

“at present, neither the oxecutive, 
de ent of state, nor any of the 
great departments of the United States 
government hast any authority to guard 
American capital invested abroad un- 
der treaty guarantees, be! yond digni- 
filed diplomatic remonstrance.

IMMUNITY IS PLEADED 
BY THE “BATH TUB” MEN 


They Claim the Government 
Now Has No Right to 
osecute. 


Detroit. Mich, February 18 —Alleg- 
ing the Individual defendants in the

POLICE DOGS OF PARIS 
NAB BOLD BURGLAR GANGS 


Paris, February 18.—(Special.)—The 
police dog has become an integral part 
of the criminal prevention system. At 
present 150 dogs are allotted to the 
suburban police and thirty to the capl- 
tal itself. In the beginning of 1907 
the first exploits of the police dog 
brought them under notice. A se- 
ries of daring burglaries had been 
committed in the suburbs. The police 
had to admit themselves baffled, and 
the thieves were not discovered until 
Lion, the first canine recruit, was sent 
to Arcuell station. 

Only a few minutes after his arrival 
Lion led the policemen 600 meters down 
the lane, where they found two men 
hiding. They protested that they were 
innocent. but Lion kept on hunting, 
and eventually found a complete set of 
burglars’ tools further up the lane. 

On the way to the station, the 
thieves made a bid for liberty. They 
succeeded in breaking away from their 
captors, but Lion was unleashed and 
led the chase. A hundred yards’ dash 
brought him up to the fugitives, who, 
finding nips on the leg unpleasant, 
stopped running. 

Encouraged by this success, the 
founders of the dog force turned their 
attentign to Gentilly, aregion then .n- 
fested with bad characters. Four dogs 
effected no less than 135 arrests in 
six months. The rough characters, 
who had but lHttle fear of policemen, 
seamed terrorized by dogs*®and in most 
cases surrendered, 

Ballon. a stout-built Brie dog, with 
eyes sparkling. has for two years been 
the terror of ithe ruffians who swarm 
Charonne and behind Perce Lachaise 
cemetery. H. Tacatl, the policeman 
whom Ballon accompanies on his 
rounds, is justly proud of him, and 
many of the Inhabitants and tradesmen 
of Charonne kuow and_esteem the dog. 
Two of Ballon’s feats remain mem@gra- 
ble and deserve to be related. 

The firat goes back to September, 
1909. Monsieur Lardanchet, police com- 
missioner, had set a police trap in a 
bar with two entrances, situated gt 
the Rue du Volga, and frequented by 
dangerous ‘characters. Ballon was of 
the police party. 

As they left the bar four men were 
arrested.

The Cardinal Says He Cannot 
Place Edison--- The Cardinal 
Regrets. That Edison Has Ex- 
pressed Disbelief in Immor- 
tality. : 


New York, February 18.—(Special.) 
‘I can not place Edison. He is not a 
materialist. Neither is he an idealist, 
a monist, agnostio or pantheist. I do 
not know what school claims him. He 
dogmatizes on his own account.” 

That wag the best Cardinal Gibbons 
said he could do in an interview here 
today, in summing’ up the philosophy 
of Thomas A. Edison, the inventor, in 
the latter’s denial] of immortality. The 
cardinal said he had read the celebrat- 
ed interview that had stirred up the 
religious world, “carefully, very care- 
fully,’ and the cardinal added that he 
regretted exceedingly that the inventor 
had given such views to the public. 
Then he started in to dissect those 
views of the inventor in hig usual 
straightforward manner, 

The Cardinal on Edison. 

In the first place, the cardina] said 
of Edison: 

“I admire Mr. Edison’s genius. Some 
belittle him as a mere mechanic. I 
have no patience with such a view, 
for nO man could achieve what Mr. 
Edison has achieveq without extraor- 
dinary mental powers. He is the 
representative of American inventive 
genius, and has prought glory upon our 
country in the whole world; he 1s truly 
a marvel, and, as well a great bene- 
factor of the race. He has been in- 
tensely devoted to his pursuits, and he 
has paid the penalty, just as Darwin 
did, just as s0 many of our great men 
do.”

Even 
the pope does not dogmatize until the 
question has been discussed for cen- 
turies and settled by the voice of ex- 
But here is a scientist who pro- 
and he 
seems to ask us to belleve them—be- 
cause he believes them. If he spoke 
at the head of a school he might refer 
us to their arguments; but I do not 
know for whom he speaks. Not for 
the materialist, because he belleves 
that matter can not explain all: not 
for the tdealists, for he believes itn 
matter; not for the monists, evidently 
not for the agnostics, for he acknowl- 
edges a Supreme Intelligence; not for 
the pantheists, so far, at least, as he 
revéals his mind. In fact, I can not 
place Mr. Edison. I don't know any 
school that would claim him. <All I can 
be sure of is that he dogmatizes on his 
own account. 

Edison's Real View. 

‘Mr. Edison’s real view seems to be 
of the combined intelligence of his 
brain cells. But how does Mr. Edison 
know that a man’s intelligence is made 
up of the combined intelligence of hjs 
brain cells? He claims to have reached 
his conclusion ‘through the study of 
hard fact;:’ we wish he, tin scientific 
fashion, had given his facts to the 
world before his conclusion. 

“The facts are these—at least until 
Mr. Edison produces new facts as yet 
unknown to the scentific world: no one 
knows anything about the existence of 
an intelligent cell. No proof, not the 
slightest, has been advanced to show 
intelligence in a cell. So far as science 
knows there is no proof of the exist- 
ence of intelligence ina brain cell. We 
do know there is a connection between 
the brain and the mind, that the mind 
thinks through the brain as it sees 
through the aid of the nerves of the 
eye; but that does not prove the brain 
thinks any more than it proves the 
nerves of the eyes see; no more, even, 
than it would prove that the strings of 
a violin enjoy their own music. 

“If we do not know that cells have 
intelligence how can we know that 
any combination of cells will produce 
intelligence? Yet, Mr. Edison believes 
it. Assumption again; the merest as- 
sumption. 

“Mr. Edison speaks of his ‘investiga- 
tions’ into the sonl: he seems ts hea 
looked for it with a microscope. 8t. 
Paul was a truer philousupis 
what knoweth the things of a man, 
have the spirit of man that is in him. 
It is only by searching into our con- 
sciousness that the nature of mind 
or sou] can be discovered” » 

In conclusion, Cardinal Gibbons says 
he is glad of one thing, and that is 
“that Mr. Edison recognizes the exist- 
ence Of a Supreme Intelligence.” 

“To me,” he said,” “the whole world 
testifies this and I can not understand 
how any man today: can conceive of 
this world as the result of blind 
forces.” Mr. Edison sees supreme in- 
telligence directing the formation of 
the human ear. 

Mechanism Can’t Explain World. 

“Mehcanism alone, he says, can not 
explain this world; only supreme in- 
telligence could produce it, rule it, 
and bring it to its perfection. There is 
one point I can hardly understand. 
Mr. Edison admits a Supreme. Intelli- 
gence with the will ang the people 
are to direct the force of nature. Phi- 
losophers, I believe, would call such a 
being a person; yet Mr. Edison refuses

telling us what he means by ‘person,’ 
I trust he does not, with some, consider 
that a ‘personal God’ is a sort of mag- 
nified man, with a vague magnified 
body. 

“Like fuany others today, he fears to 
use the term “personal God,’ although 
his ideas and observations should lead 
him to believe in Him, in that adorable 
Being, with supreme intelligence, di- 
recting the world, and independent of 
it.

PUZZLES |BONILLA INDICTED 


BYU. S. GRAND JUnY 


For Fitting Out Expedi- 
tion Against Honduras. 


With Leader of Revolutionary 
Forces, Lee Christmas, Beer, 
and Davidi Are Also In- 
dicted—Alleged Hornet Car- 
ried War Supplies. 


New Orleans, La., February 18.—The 
Honduran revolutionary situation was 
further complicated today by the in- 
dictment in the federal court here of 
General Manuel Bonilla, provisional 
president of Honduras; General [te 
Christmas, Colonel Florian Davidi and 
Joseph W. Beer, charged with violating 
the neutrality laws in connection with 
the filfibustering expedition of the 
steamer Hornet. 

The indictments resulted from an in- 
vestigation instituted by the depart- 
ment of justice at Washington. The 
action of the grand jury caused a sen- 
sation here, especially in view of the 
fact that in the past numerous revolu- 
tionary expeditions directed against 
Central American countries have left 
this port wijhout secrecy. 


Action Will Bear on Peace Negotiations 

Caplases were immediately issued for 
the indicted men and Mr. Beer, a well- 
known New Orleans merchant, was 
placed under $1,000 bonds. General 
Bonilla, General Christmas and Colonel 
Davidi are in Honduras with the rev- 
olutionary army. Whether or not the 
United States government will attempt 
to bring the revolutionary leader and 
hig chief NMeutenants back here for 
tria] is not known, but it is belleved 
the indictments will have an import- 
ant bearing upon the peace negotia- 
tions between the Bonilla and Davila 
forces in Honduras, whioh are sched- 
uled to begin at Puerto Cortez Mon- 
day. 


Bonilla Receives Warning. 

General Bonilla, who is at Ceiba. 
was warned yesterday by cable not to 
go aboard an American vessel. Hig 
close friends and sympathizers today 
openly asserted that the attitude of 
this government, as indicated by to- 
day’s action in the Hornet case, would 
force General Bonilla to decline to 
participate in the negotiations for 
peace and presse his fight in Honduras 
with arms. 

“The etate department at Washing- 
fon has been cognizant of all the de- 
tails of the Hornet expedtion for 
weeks,” said an adherent of General 
Bonilla, ‘‘and the returning of the in- 
dictments against General Bonilla and 
the others on the eve of the opening 
of the peace negotiations was done to 
give this government a club to hold 
over the general's head. The Morgan 
loan syndicate ts back of it all.” 

Action Follows Close Investigation. 

Washington. February 18.—The in- 
dictments of the four persons named 


as concerned in the fitting out of the | 


Hornet last November for operations 
against the Davila government in Hon- 
durags are the outcome of many weeks 
of patient investigation by four de- 
pertments of the government—the 
State, the navy, the treasury and the 
department of justice. 

The state department first had its 
ettention attracted to the Hornet by 
Dr. Luis Lazo, the minster of Honduras 
in this capital. He asserted that the 
little vessel, which was formerly a 
United States gunboat, had been pur- 
chased for the purpose of transform- 
ing her into a filibustering ship. The 
navy department had removed the 
small battery of guns from the Hornet 
before that vessel was sold, and there 
was no sign that the parties who pur- 
chased the craft intended to install an- | 
other battery. 

Hornet Closely Watched. 

But the state department called the 
attention of the department of justice 
to the Hornet and assisted by custom 
officers. maintained the closest watch 
wpon her until she cleared from New 
Orleans for Cape Gracias, Nicaragud4, 
without discovering any arms or muni- 
tions of war, or a sufficient crew to 
make up a hostile expedition in the 
sense of the neutrality law. 

The suspicions of Dr. Lazo were jus- 
tifled, however, when the Hornet ap- 
peared at Trujillo and assisted in the 
capture of that port from President 
Davila’s . forces. Then the navy de- 
partment began an investigation and 
seized the vessel to restrain her from 
further activity. The information 
gathered by the naval officers, to- 
gether with the reports of the secret 
service agents and customs officers 
were laid before the grand jury at| 
New Orleans and formed the basis of | 
the indictments returned today.

It igs nOw the opinion not only of 
students of finance here and abroad, ! 
but if intelligent people generaily. 
that money panics in the United States 
have been due entirely to a defective 
banking and currency system, and that 
we shall continue to suffer from theses 
destructive business convulsions until 
aur banking and currency system is 
placed upon a sound and modern basis. 

Until the panic of 1907 the mass of 
our own people believed that our bank- 
ing and currency system was well 
adapted to the business needs of the 
country. The greatest panics of pre- 
ceding years were attributed by the 
people to other reasons; but in 1907 we 
had no excuse for a panic except lack 
of stability in our system anc a .ack 
of confidence by the people, and par- 
ticularly by the bankers themselves, in 
our system. There was no prospective 
change in our tariff laws, the gold 
standard had been fixed in the statutes 
and the financial act of 1900 made it 
the duty of the secretary of the treas- 
ury to maintain it.

Indianapolis Will Take Initial Step to Create the Proposed. 
Grand Circujf and Make It a Success—Pardring- 
ton Will Work Up Interest in Same. 


Indianapolis. Ind.. February 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)-—-When Starter Fred J. Wagner 
lines up the contestants in the 500-mile 


international sweepstakes race at the. 


Incianapolis Motor Speedway on Deco- 
tviion day. the first big event in the 
grand circuit of automobile racing will 
be under way. This is the plan of the 
officials of the American AutomobDile 
Association who are taking concerted 
action to put the motor-racing sport 
on a more definite basis than ever be- 
fore. A. R. Pardington, who has been 
referee at many of the great race 
évents of the country, and managed the 
running of the last Vanderbilt cup race 
at Long Island. will be the man upon 
whom the consummation of the plan 
depends. Pardington will take a long 
trip throughout the United States in 
@n effort to organize the manufac- 
turers so that the circuit plan may be 
carried out successfully. 

Nearly all of the greatest drivers 
and cars nowin the omtor-racing game 
will be contestants in the Indianapolis 
race, and the American Automobile 
Association officials believe that it 
will be the most advantageous place to 
start the circuit bal! rolling. Nine en- 
tries have been made thus far, with 
the race still three months and 4 half 
away. The nominations made are 
Lewis Strang (captain), Louis Larson- 
neur and Joe Jagersblurger, in Case 
cars; Happy JohnnyAitkin, in a Na- 
tional “40;" C. B. Baldwin, in an Inter- 
State “50;" Frank Fox and Louis Dis- 
brow, in Pope-Hartfords; Harry 
Knight. tn a Westcott, and a Simplex, 
without a driver named. Ralph De- 
Palma, the mile-track champion of 
1910, may pilot the last-named car. 

In the entries to come in there are 
included a half dozen of the fastest 
Euvropean cars. France. Germany and 
Belgium will be represented. according 


to the advance announcements of the 
manufacturers, and the Fiat compeny, 
of Italy, will be listed along with the 
others. The drivers for these foreign- 
speed creations have not been named, 
but it is probable that Hemery. Na- 
zarro, Wagner and others will beat the 
wheels. Herbert Lytle, formerly driver 
of the American racing cars, now in 
Europe, hopes to head a team of three 
racing cars, and is in conference with 
the officials of that company at-pres- 
ent.

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ISCOTT BILL AFFECTED © 
TRADING IN COTTON 


New Orleans, February 18.—The net 
results of the week's tradings in the 
cotton market were a loss of 10 to 82 
points. The new crop positions were 
the weakest, owing to rains in the 
western sections of the cotton belt, 
where drouth has been complained of. 
The low prices of the week were made 
on Thursday, and the high. prices 
strung along after that, the market, as 
a whole, standing at its highest on the 
closing segsion. At the lowest the 
whole list was 45 to 60 points under 
last week’s close. At the highest, it 
was 8 to 31 under, this irregularity be- 
ing due to the failure of the new crops 
to make the same recovery as the old. 
From the lowest to the highest there 
was a range of 19 to 40 points. 

The Scott bill pending before con- 
gress had much to do with the market 
this week. This bill, which threatens 
to do away with future trading in ‘cot- 
ton, was taken as a very bearish fea- 
ture, and completely overwhelmed the 
other and more legitimate features of 
the week. It had’the effect of causing 
a great amount of liquidation among 
—o longs and of stimulating short sell- 
ng. 

Early in the week it was reported 
that one trader alone had thrown over- 
board a line of 30,000 bales of long cot- 
ton. At the close of the week the cot- 
ton trade came to the conclusion that

Under these rains 
the new crop deliveries showed less 
strength than at any time since they 
have become active trading months. 

The weekly statistics were very bull- 
ish and a better spot demand was re- 
ported in some quarters, but these two 
features attracted very little attention. 

In the spot market prices lost one- 
eighth, middling closing at 
against 145% last week and 14% this 
week last year. Sales on the spot 
amounted to 1,251 bales, against 1,486 
last week and 3,180 this week last year.

Tyranny of Phrase-Makers. 
(From “American Democracy," by Ben 

C. Dean, in National monthly for 

February.) 7 

That instrument, apart from its 
broad declaration, distinctly set forth 
that one of the grievances against 
Great Britain, which justified the 
separation from the mother country, 
was “for suspending our own legisla- 
tures, and declaring themselves in- 
vested with power to legislate for us 
in all cases whatsoever,’ and yet, un- 
der the tyranny of the phrase-makers, 
and in violation of the charter of our 
liberties, this is what we are doing in 
the Philippines this very day. What 
was tyranny in ‘the present king of 
Great Britain,” in 1776, became under 
the administration of William McKin- 
ley, “benevolent assimilation,” andthe 
forerunner of one of the most high- 
handed assertions of power, over a 
weak and unoffending nation, which 
the annals of modern history recount. 

When, however, the pacific McKin- 
ley was superceded by the warlike 
Roosevelt, and tle policy of national 
aggrandizement found expression in 
the wanton invasion of a friendly na- 
tion, for the purpose of forcin the 
construction of the Panama canal, the 
seeds of revolt were sown, and some of 
the harvest has been gathered. 

It is true, of course, that the im- 
mediate result of the invasion of the 
United States of Columbia, in 1903, did 
not cause any very important disturb- 
ance of the public conscience; the peo- 
ple generally desired a short route 
between the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, and it is as difficult for na- 
tions, as for individuals, to stanqd firm- 
ly upon principles of morality and jus- 
tice when the result’ which they desire 
is being accomplished, and’so it was, 
that while there were individuals who 
protested against this assertion of the 
national power, the great majority 
contented themselves with the thought

WHAT APPALACHIAN FOREST RESERVATION 
MEANS TO GEORGIA AND THE SOUTH | 


Washington, February 18.—(Special.) 
The Weeks forest reservation bill 
which will permit forest tracts in the 
Appalachian mountains to be &cquired 
and permanently set aside under the 
control of the federal government, is 
the first real victory for the conserva- 
tion movement. 

The amount approprated—$10,000,000 
—to be expected between now and 
June 380, 1915—4s small as compared 
with the amounts carried in the river 
and harbor bills, and the eppropria- 
tions for reclamation work, but it tis 
eXpected to result in a vast amount of 
g00d. 

There is no timber land particularly 
designated in the bill to be purchaged, 


(and the national forest reserve com- 


mission, to be composed of three cabi- 
net officers and four members of con- 


| gress, are given the widest latitude as 
- to the land which may be acquired for 
| forest reserves, “on the headwaters of 


navigable streams, or those which mey 
become navigable,” but it is understood 
that lands in the Appalachian and 
White Mountains are first to be age- 
cured. ; 

It is entirely probable that the Tal- 
lulah Falls section may be recommend- 
ed by the geological survey for pur- 
chase, to be permanently set aside as 
& national forest reserve. The firet step 
would be to have the geological sur- 
vey approve such purchase in a re-| 
port to the secretery of agriculture, | 
and the latter to recommend it to the! 
national forest reservation commission |

sround on which congress could ac- 
quire land for forest reserves, would 
be aS &@ means to promote the navig- 
ability of streams. The incidental 
benefit to agriculture and the protec- 
tion of the water supply of the people 
ls apart from the constitutional grant 
of power to congress to regulate in- 
terstate commerce under which it hag 
assumed control over navigable 
Streams. 


It was proven to the satisfacttion 
of the committee of congress that 
floods, which subsequently resulted in 
a call for federal appropriations to 
channels of choked streams 


To preserve the navigability of 
such streams by insuring a steady and 
fairly constant water flow in the place 
of devastating floods, was one of the 
strongest arguments for 
forest lands advanced to meet the con- 
étitutional objections urged against 
the bill. 

The geologica! Survey, in a recent 
publication prepared by Professor Ler 
onidas Chalmers Glenn, shows the dire- 
ful effects of forest destruction over 
the entire southern Appalahcian re- 
gion. The report gives a detailed de- 
Scription of conditions existing in a 
section embracing 30,000,000 acres of 
mountain, forest and stream lands. 

Ducktown, Tenn., an Object Lesson. 

One of the most impressive object 
lessons he presents of the ultimate end 
of forest destruction and soil erosion 
are views taken around Ducktown, 
Tenn., where the sulphur fumes from 
the copper smelting plants have de- 
Sstroyed the vegetation, and the rich 
top #801] which formerly sustained 
crops has been washed into the streams 
by the falling rains. 

Serlous injury to valuable water 
powers is also predicted by Professor 
Glenn unless measures of protection 
are adopted. In this connection he 
says: 

“At Bull Sluice the Atlanta Water 
Power & Electric Co. had recently com- 
pleted a dam that gives a head of 60 
feet and backs the water up to the 
highway bridge at Roswell. It will 
be interesting to watch the gradual 
accumulation of sand above this dam 
and the decrease of storage capacity, 
which is bound to occur unless erosion 
in the upper Chattahoochee basin is 
checked. The water wheels installed 
have a larger capacity than is war- 
ranted by the normal flow of the river, 
so that they are designed to take ad- 
vantage of the flood discharge as well] 
as the storage capacity of the dam.” 

Commenting upon the Tallulah Falls 
section, Professor Glenn Says the 
quartzose rocks in the stream bed 
which result in the series of falls by 
which the river descends 525 feet in 
two and two-thirds miles, have alone 
prevented the uniform deepening of the 
channel. He pays this tribute to the 
section: 

“The gorge developed below the fallg, 
though exceeded by many others in 
depth, is unsurpassed for beauty and 
wildness in the southern Appalach- 
ians.”’ 

Professor Glenn was led into the er- 
ror of thinking that the measures in- 
troduced at the last session in. the 
Georgia legislature were passed, for he 
says: “The state of Georgia has cre- 
ated a small] park to include the falls 
and insure their permanent preserva- 
tion.” 

Provisions of the Bill. 

To come to the measure recently 
passed by congress: 

The Weeks forest -bill enables any 
state of the union to co-operate with 
any other state or states, or with the 
United States, and make any legal 
agreement Or compact to conserve the 
forests and protect the water supply 
of the states entering into the com- 
pact. 

Section 2 of the bill appropriates 
$200,000, to be available until expend- 
ed, to enable the secretary of agri- 
culture to co-operate with any state 
in insuring the protection from fire 
of timber tracts located on state or 
private lands situated upon the water- 
shed of navigable streams; “Provided, 
that no such stipulation or agreement 
shall be made with any state which 
has not provided by law for a system 
of forest fire protection; provided, fur- 
ther, that in no case shall the amount 
expended in any state exceed in any 
fiscal year the amount appropriated 
by that state for the same purpose 
during the same fiscal year.” 

The house bill carried with it an 
appropriation of $1,000,000 for the first 
year, to be expended prior to June 30, 
1910, and for each year thereafter a 
sum not to exceed $2,000,000, for use 
in the “examination, survey and ac- 
guirement of lands located on the 
head waters of navigable streams, or 
those which are being or may be de- 
veloped for navigable purposes: Pro- 
vided, that the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall expire by limitation on the 
30th of June, 1915.” 

As the senate did not pass this bill 
at the last session, the appropriation 
provided for the first year will be lost, 
but the advocates of the Dill pre- 
ferred to sacrifice $1,000,000 than to 
run the risk of amending the bill and 
having it yun the gauntlet of confer- 
ence action. 

Provides for Forest Commission. 

A national forest reservation com- 
mission is created by the bill, to be 
composed of the secretaries of war, 
interior and agriculture, two members 
of the senate and two members of the 
house, to be chosen by the respective 
presiding officers of those bodies. 

Before any lands desired for forest 
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Map showing areas examined by 
States geological survey. 
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first be examined by the geological 
tary of agriculture, who shall then 
report to the commission. The latter 
will then pass upon the lands and fix 
the price a “which they shall be pur- 
chased, “aid no purchases’ shall be 
made of any lands until such lands 
have been duly approved for purchase 
by. said commission.” 

Reports are to be made annually to 
congress on the first Monday in De- 
cember, and any member ceases to be 
a member of the commission should 
he lose his official position as a mem- 
ber of the cabinet or of the congress. 

The secretary of agriculture is em- 
powered to close the @eals for lands 
approved by the commission for pur- 
chase only after the legislatures of 
the states tn which the lands are lo- 
cated have consented to the acquisi- 
tion of such lands by tha United 
States. The title to all lands must 
be approved by the attorney general. 

Owners of lands may reserve tim- 
ber and mineral] rights, but conditions 
under which the timber may be ¢éut 
and the minerals may be mined must 
be set out in the deed of conveyance. 

Cleared tracts valuable as agricul- 
tural lands, which are locateq within 
the boundaries of proposed forest re- 
serves, may be excepted Dy the secre- 
tary of agriculture ang sold to bona 
fide settlers, under regulations to be 
fixed by the secretary of agriculture 
and the secretary of the interior. These 
tracts shall not exceed 80 acres in 
area, and when so excepted the juris- 
diction over such farm lands shal] re- 
vert to the states in which located. , 

The lands acquired under this bill 
may be divided by the secretary of 
agriculture from time to time as deem- 
ed best for administrative purposes 
and the lands shall be permanently 
held ang administered as national for- 


survey and a report made to the secre- 


est lands under the provisions of sec- 
tion 24 of the-act of March 3, 1891. 

Persons living on landg so acquired 
shall not lose their citizenship in the 
states in which they live. The law 
Says that the jurisdiction, both civil 
and criminal, over such persong shall 
not be affected by. the permanent 
reservation by the government of the 
landg on which they live as forest 
lands, except so far as the punishment 
of offenses against the United is con- 
cerned. In other words the states shall 
shall not lose their jurisdiction over 
these citizens, even though. they live 
on a government property, and the 
citizen shall not lose his rights or be 
absolved from’ his duties as a citizen. 

Money for Schools and Roads, 

Section 13 of the new law provides 
for the expenditures for echools and 
highways within the forest area, under 
State authority, in the following lan- 
guage: 

“Sec. 18. That 56 per cent of all 
moneys received during any fiscal year 
from each national forest into which 
the lands acquired under this act may 
from time to time be divided, shall be 
paid, at the end of each year, by the 
secretary of the treasurer to the state 
in which such national forest ig lo- 
cated, to be expended as the state leg- 
islature may prescribe for the benefit 
of the public schools and public roads 
of the county or counties in which such 
national forest is situated: Provided, 
that when any national forest ig in 
more than one state or county the dis- 
tributive share to each from the pro- 
ceeds of such forest shall be propor- 
tional to its area therein: Provided. 
further, that there shall not be paid to 
any state for any county, an amount 
eqval to more than 40 per cent of the 
total income of such county from all 
cther sources.” 


For the expenses of the national 


forest reservation commission, the sum 


of $25,000 a year is provided.

Spotting, Spying, shadowing begins with the latest-appointed 
and most unimportant rural mail carrier, works on through the 
railway mail service and gathers volume until it reaches and includes 
postmasters and postoffices. 

Around the minutest and the most important officials in this 
most vital service it spreads an atmosphere of accusation, innuendo 
and petty dogging of the tiniest official and personal action. 

It isa practice for inspectors to walk into any postoffice, even 
the largest, flash their credentials from Washington in the face of 
the postmaster and take absolute charge of the office. 


If the custom were followed at only those intervals indis- 


pensable to the insuring of good service, there could be no legitimate 
complaint. 

Such is far from being the case. No postmaster knows when or 
how often a petty sub-official, in absolute ignorance of local condi- 
tions, will invade his office, take over authority, overturn the me- 
thodical routine of years’ achievements and sow broadcast such 
innovations and dissensions as may obstruct and demoralize the 
public business. 

Under such procedure postmasters and other executive officials 
in the postal service are reduced from positions in which individual 
initiative and discretion figure, to the level of dummies. 

In instances innumerable, their discipline and the improvements 
for which they are striving are thrown to the scrap heap by blun- 
dering interference. 

They are seldom free from the feeling that they are being

NO FEAR FOR FRUIT CROP 
IS FELT BY BIG GROWER 


J. H. Hale, of Hale’s Georgia Orchard 
Company, located near Fort Valley, the 
largest peach-bearing orchard in the 
country, spent Thursday in the offices 
of the Georgia Fruit Exchange, where 
he talked most interestingly of the 
peach crop situation, and stated that 
after a two weeks’ investigation in his 
orchards and surrounding orchards, 
was returning to his home in Connect- 
icut, confident that the peach crop has 
not been damaged and with little fear 
that subsequent cold weather would 
affect the 1211 crop very materially. 

Mr. Hale also talked most interest- 
ingly of the great good the pending 
Canadian reciprocity measure would 
work for the fruit growers of the south 
by removing a cent a pound import 
duty on fruit, thereby increasing the 
demand for Georgia fruit throughout 
Canada. Mr. Hale has 60,000 bearing 
peach trees in his orchard and 60,000 
young trees planted. that will bear 
soon. In speaking of fruit conditions, 
Mr. Hale said: 

“There has been so much printed in 
regard to the impending damage to the 
fruit crop that I decided to come to 
Georgia and look over my orchard. I 


have spent two weeks jn my orchard 
and the nefghboring anes at Marshall. 
ville and elsewhere. Many trees are 
blooming three weeks ahead of the 
normal time, for the past. thirteen 
years, but not sooner than some years 
before that. This early blooming is 
not a menace to the crop, unless there 
should come a long, wet, cold spell, in 
which event some damage, of course, 
would be done. A temperature of 25 
degrees would not hurt the crop now, 
unless it was wet and lasted for sev- 
eral days. The weather reports from 
all sections of the country indicate 
warm weather, and that is a hopeful 
sign there will be no more biting cold. 
I arn going back home absolutely sat- 
isfied that the crop is not hurt and 
with little fear that it will be hurt 
very much by any subsequent cold, 

“The Canadian reciprocity measure 
ineans more to the Georgia fruit grow- 
ers than they realize, I believe. The 
reduction of 40 cents a crate on the 
price of fruit by the Canadian buyers 
through the elimination ‘of the tariff 
will increase the demand for our fruit 
in those markets. This 40 cents will 
not come to us, but we will make by 
it, for we will be able to sell more 
fruit than ever before.”

PERHAPS ‘he most interesting discovery 
ever made in the field of biblical ar- 
chaeology hag just been announced 

It is the discovery of the ancient palace of 
the wicked Queen Jezebel and the miserable 
King Ahab ip the ruins of Samaria. the 
ancient capital of the Northern Kingdom of 
Israel 

The ruins are contained in a “tell,” or vast 
mound Here are doubtless the remains of 
the tower from which the conquering Jehu 
caysed Jezebel to be thrown down to the 
street, where ber mangled body wag devoured 
by the dogs, as prophesied by Elijah 

This is the palace to whieb the prophet 
Amos refers when he speaks of “Then that 
lie upon beds of ivory and stretch themselves 
upon their couches and eat the lambs out of 
the flock, and the calves out of the midst of 
the stall” (Amos HI. 9, 19). Evidently this 
palace was largely furnished witb 
couches, which. according to the ancients 
caused sensations of intense delight 

These ruins are teeming with records of 
the most thrilling period of Old Testament 
bistory. when the conflict between the wor: 
ship of Jehovah and the impious rites of 
Baal reached a aanguinary crisis. Jezebel 
was a daughter of the Tyriap king Ethbbal. 
and introduced the worship of Baal and As 
tarte on 4n enormous ecale into Israel. 

Among the ruins are many inscriptions con- 
taining Bible names. and there is frequent 
reference to a vineyard, which it is helieved 
may be Naboth’s vineyard. It was Ahab's 
tyranny in seizing this that led to the great 
conflict between the weak king and his domi: 
nant queen on one side and the Israelites who 
worshipped the true Jehovah on the other 

It is even boped that manuscripts may he 
found here paralleling, or supplementing, 
some of the narratives of the Old Testament. 

The discoveries in Samaria have been made 
by the Harvard University Expedition io 
charge of Professor George A Reisner and 
Clarence 8. Fisher, the expenses of whicb 
were paid by Jacob H. Schiff. the well-known 
New York financier and philanthropist. 

The work at Samaria has heen going on 
since 1998 It had been known from bistorical 
records that King UWerod had built 4 great 


ivory 


palace on this hill, calling the city Sehbaste. 
meaning Augusta ip Latin, tp honor of bie 
imperial patron Augustus 

In the apper strata of the bill were found 
remains of this palace. a well preserved 
Roman altar and a statue. probably of Augu® 
tus himself 

Bur it was underneath the Herodian re 
maina that the most interesting discovery 
was made of a massive Hebrew struc 
ture This has been shown: to be the palace 
of King Omri and King Abab. consisting of 8 
series of chambere grouped around courts 
Rewains of the ancient Hebrew watch towers 
were firet found. and after further exploration 
during the past year it was proved that thia 
palace covered no less than one and one-half 
acres, and that its different parta were built 
oon at four different periods. those of Omri. 
Ahab. Jehu and Jeroboam II. An alabaster 
vase jnscribed with the name of Osorkon II. 
of Egypt. the contemporary of Ahab. was 
found. This is considered convintcing proof 
that this was indeed the “ivory palace” of 
Ahab mentioned in the Bible 

Perbaps the most interesting discovery ts 
that of some seventy-five fragments of nottery 
inscribed with records or memoranda ip the 
ancient Hebrew ecript. This is not the com- 
paratively modern square Hebrew character 
with which most persons are familiar. but 
that ancient writing closely allied to the 
Phoenician. which is found on tbe Moabite 
Stone and the Siloam Tunnel Inscription. The 
character of these inecriptions bas settled 
one disputed point about the Siloam Inecrip 
tion It shows that it could easily have heen 
written in the time of Hezekiab, as it pur 
rorts to be, for here is writing of the same 
type used at Samaria more than a century 
and @ balf earlier, for Ahab lived in 896 BC. 
and Hezekiah in 727. 

Theee inscriptions sare written in tink with 
a reed pen, in a flowing band. proving thet 
this was the common form of writing at that 
period. The words are even divided from one 
another by dots or strokes. making it much 
easier to decipher them 

it is evident that the inscriptions were 
written upon jars of wine and oil, and even a 
date is added, evidently the vear of the king's 
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Abab Pleads with Naboth to Sell Kim the Ginevard.

It will be noticed that in several of these 
inscriptions the “Tell” or “Vineyard of the 
Tell” is mentioned It ts evident that this 
vineyard must have been one that 
pecially well known No vineyard in all bis- 
tory wars so well known ag the “Vinevard of 
Naboth.” and it gained its fame in the reign 
of King Abab It is more than probable that 
this is the famous vineyard the story of 
which is related fully in | Kings. XXII 

The Bible tells us that King Ahab saw the 
vineyard belonging to Naboth, the Jezreelite. 
“hard by the palace” and tried to get Naborth 
to exchange it with bim for anotber. But Na- 
both refused, which made Abab verv angry 
When Jezebel, who, as a Tyrian princess. bad 
little eympathy with the ideals of the Israel 
ites, beard that Naboth refused to give his 
vineyard to the king ebhe asked Ahab ironic 
ally.

It was at this junéture that the Prophet 
Elijah appeared before the trembling Ahab, 
saying In the place where the dogs licked 
the blood of Naboth shall dogs lick thy blood. 
even thine And concerning Jezebel the 
Propher also said “The dogs shal! eat Jeze 
bel by the wall of Jezreel. Him tbat dieth of 
Ahab in the city shall the dogs eat, and him 
that dieth in the field shall the fowls of the 
air eat” This was the most terrible fate 
that could happen to any one, in the eves of 
the Israelites

Whatever ber eins, Jezebel was evidently 6 
woman of great courage and determination 
She was a daughter of the King of Tyre and 
Sidon Both these places were inhabited by 
people of Phoenician races, who were addicted 
to the vile worship of Baal. Having gained 
power over Israel through her marriage to 
Abab. she made a determined effort to intro 
duce ber religion into the land. 

The Orst effect of her influence was the Im. 
mediate establishment of the Phoenician wor 
ship on @ grand scale in the court of Ahab. 
At her table were supported no less than 450 


weré very numerous, were erected particu. 
larly On lofty eminences and on the roofa of 
houses, there were prieata Ip great numbers 
end of various classes; the worshippers ap 
pear to bave been arrayed !n appropriate 
robes; the worship was performed by burning 
incense and offering burnt sacrifices, which 
frequently consisted of human victims. The 
officiating priests danced with frantic shouts 
around the altar and cut themselves with 
knives to excite the attention and compassion 
of the god. The atrugzle between Jehovah 
and Baal is the great moral theme of Old 
Testament history. 

In the ruing of the palace of Ahab and 
Jezebel the investigators bope to find eome of 
the correspondence of these two monarchs, 
perhaps the moet einister figures in Bible his- 
tory. It ia reasonable to expect to find some 
reference to the letter which Jezebel! wrote to 
the eldera demanding the death of Nabotd. 

The space excavated so far is but 275 feet 
square, and this is a very small portion of the 
great mound of Gamaria. which foubtless 
contains thousands of records of far greater 
importance than the shards of oll and wine

The finding of the frst Hebrew royal! reai- 
dence opens the way to so much that the 
mind of the scholar hesitates to formulate al) 
that may possibly be found at this spot, where 
at least four of the great monarchs of the

It must not be forgotten that the age of 
Abab is only a century away from that of 
David. The division of the land of Palestine 
into two kingdoms—one with Jerusalem as 
the capital and the other with Samaria as the 
capital—occurred only fifty-six years before 
the time of Ahab. Solomon and all his glories 
were atill fresh in the memory of some of 
those still alive, and any part of the Htere- 
ture of this important period may be die 
covered when the rest of the mound of 
Samaria is excavated 

That there are certainly some documents 
on clay, if not on papyrus. Is indieated bv 
the finding of a plece of the clay envelope of 
an Assyrian letter, with @ part of the name of 
the man to whom it was addressed atill there 
The finding of even a fragment like this in- 
dicates the great probability that in tbe 
mound may be a great mass of these letters. 
in fact. all of the records of the Northern

One of them is “Abiezer,”” mentioned upon the oi! jar 
in the foregoing quotation. These names occur ip 
the Bible narrative in and nesr the time of Devid, 
who only preceded Ahab by a generation or two It 
is possible that many of the names on the fragmenta 
at Samaria refer to the same men as those mentioned 
in the Bible, although it is’ not likely that all do, 
as the names must bave heen more or less common 


among the Israelites. Assuming that the same name 


in some cases indicatas the same person, we have 
in Samaria a collection of objects that belonged ta 
biblical characters. 

The following is 2 complete list of names found on 
the fragments at Samaria which are identical witb 
biblical names, together with a reference to them 
from the Bible.

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| RUINS OF GREAT TEMPLE OF BAALBEK 


How Kaiser William 
Has Renovated Syria 


(Copyright, 1910, by Frank G. Carpen- 
ter.) 

Baalbek (Special Correspondence. )— 
Tam in the valley of Lebanon, the high, 
narrow plain which lies hetween the 
two ranges of the Lebanon mountains. 
The word Lebanon means “white,” and 
the Lebanon mountains are the White 
mountains of Syria, the higher peaks 
of which are now covered with snow. 
These mountains extend north and 
south parallel wtih the coast of the 
Mediterranean sea. They begin a lIit- 
tle below the border of Asia Minor and 
lose themselves in the Holy Land. In 
. reading of them I have always consid- 
ered them hills. They are higher than 
any mountains of our country east of 
the Mississippi, and the average height 
of the range nearest the coast is a 
thousand feet greater than that of 
Mount Washington. Mouht Hermon fs 
over 9,000 feet high and Jebel Makmel 
measures 10,200 feet. The valley of 


Lebanon itself is twice as high as the. 
topmost peaks of the Blue Ridge of Vir- | 


ginia, and it slopes from here to the 

north as far as Aleppo and to the south 

beyond Dan, where rises the Jordan. 
The Ruins of Baalbek. 


It is in this little valley, which is less 
than 100 miles long and from 6 to 8 
miles in width, walled by these mighty 
mountains, that lie the ruins of Baal- 
vek, the most wonderful temples known 
through the ages. I have spent hours 
in wandering through them, and their 
immensity and beauty steadily grow. I 
despair of being able tg describe them, 
and can only hope to give you bits of 
the details. I have seen most of the 
world’s mighty ruins. In the past year 
I have wandered through the tombs of 
the Mings outside Mukden, Manchuria, 


have stood upon the Temple of Heaven) 


in Pekin, and have climbed the great 
Chinese wall. I have gone through the 
Temples of Karnak at the hundred- 
gated city of Thebes, far up the Nile, 
have taken photographs of the Colossi 
of Memnon and have measured the 
stones of the pyramids with a two: 
foot rule. Not long ago I visited the 
Temple of Boro Boedor in the heart of 
Java, to describe its three miles of won- 
derful carvings, and last year I spent 
some time in the forts of the Moguls at 
Delhi and wrot of the Taj Mahal and 
its wonders. I have also seen Timgad. 
the excavated city on the edge of the 
Sahara, and have lately gone through 
the Colosseum at Rome and inspected 
the equally wonderful amphitheater 
which lies at El Djem, in the heart of 
the Tunisian desert. All these are 
wonderful, but Baalbek is their supe- 
rior. 
The New Fixcavations. 


The ruins here have been described, 
but only by the writers of the past, who 
might as well have tried to picture 
Pompeii before the ashes and washings 
of Vesuvius were dug away. These 
ruins have never been so wonderful as 
they are now. For centuries the most 
of them have been as much buried as is 
Herculaneum, and it was only his tour 
through this part of the world that 
they began to be brought to the light 
of day. Kaiser Wilhelm is a 
archeologist, and when he travels he 
leaves as many tracks as does Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 

I have marched in Ais Tootsteps 
through Palestine and have seen there 
the ochwrehes and other monuments 
which he has erected. Before he came 
to Syria he stopped at Constantinople. 
with the Sultan Abdul Hamid, 
gave hint a permit to do about as he 
pleased. As the kaiser traveled he 
flattered the Mohammedans, the Chris- 
tians and Jews. He was alive to every 
possibility, and he stamped “Made in 
Germany’ upon every city he visited. 
In Damascus he laid a golden crown 
and a bouquet of artificial flowers on 
the tomb of Saladin, the famous soldier 
who fought the Crusaders; and about 
Jerusalem the built hospitals and 
schoolg and started a great sanita- 
rium.

Wonders of Mechanical Egineoring. 

All this, however, gives no idea of 
the construction. People wonder how 
the mighty stones of the pyramids 
were put into place, and books have 
been written to show how the obelisks 
were taken from the quarries to the 
sites where they have served as mon- 
uments. The work of this temple was 
a far greater mechanical triumph. The 
materials for it, ineluding columns 
weighing hundreds of tons, had to be 
brought up the steep Lebanon mouz- 
tains @nd carried over passes higher 
than the tops of the Alleghenies. There 
is granite here which came from far

In the Great Temples. 
impossible to give pictures of 
ruins and of the mighty temples 
| as they were in their wonderful bheau- 

ty. The ruins of themselves cover 
than ten acres, and the Great 
i Temple alone was about 300 feet long 
| by 160 feet wide. It had a roof upheld 
| by Corinthian columns, six of which 
are still standing. These columns are 

80 feet high and 22 feet in circumfer- 
ence In entering the temples | went 
-up a gigantic staircase, a great part 
of which has been destroyed, and came 
into what is known as the forecourt, 
which is about 200 feet from one side 
to the other, the floor of which was 
paved with mosaic. 

We next went through another court 
known as the court of the altar, which 
must cover five or six acres. It is a 
mass of marble and granite, gigantic 
cOlumns and delicate carvings being 
thrown heiter-skelter together. Beyond 
this and up a series of steps are the 
ruins of the Great Tample, which cover, 
I venture, an area as great as that of 
the capitol at Washington. At the left 
is the exquisite Temple of Bacchus, and

and it is about 70 
feet long. Stang it on end inside a 
modern ten-story flat and it would 
fill ten rooms one above the other, 
each room 14 feet square and 7 feet 
high. It has been estimated to weigh 
1,500 tons and it would be a fair-sized 
load for thirty-eight cars on the mod- 
ern railroad track. 

Think of moving stones like that 
out of the mountains and up and down 
hills for a mile without the aid of iron 
and steel machinery or electricity or 
steam. That is the king of work the 
Romans did 1,800 vears ago. All 
through the temples you may see ex- 
amples of how they lifted great masses 
into place and that of masses of carv- 
ings more beautiful than those of our 
buildings today. On some of the blocks 
still in the structure I saw’ bunches of 
grapes no bigger than my thumb as 
beautifully cut as though made by na- 
ture. There were aiso Cupids and 
cherubs exquisitely carved. It was said 
of the artist who built the great tem- 
ples of Delhi and Agra fn India that 
they worked like Titans and finished 
like jewelers. The same was true of 
the Romans of the reigns of Antonius, 
Caracalla and Nero. 

I have taken photographs of some 
of the broken columns with myself 
standing beside them to give an idea 
of their thickness. I measure 5 feet 8 
inches and the large columns are fully 
more in diameter. Among the

The beauties of the temples will be 
preserved from now on. They are 
guarded by Turkish officials, and tick- 
ets which cost a dollar apiece are re- 
cuired of all who go in. I wag shown 
through by Dr. Michel Alouf, an arch- 
ecologist, who was here with the Ger- 
mans, and who could explain just how 
the temples looked in the past. He 
showed me where the early Christians 
had erected a churwh inside the temple, 
defacing the carvings and breaking 
the noses of the beautiful statues. 
They took pleasure in destroying the 
gode of the heathen. After them came 
the Arabs, who used the place as a 
fort, throwing great round chunks of 
marble as big as a football. There 
are piles of these marble balls inside 
the temple today. They were probably 
cut from the columns. The Arabs made 
a mosque in the temple. They wiped 
out all the traces of the Christian re- 
ligion and used a part of the church 
for a bath. After them came an earth- 
quake, #o that much of the ruins were 
covered up, until the Germans began 
their great excavations and left them 
ag they now are. 

I am stopping here in the little town 
of Baalbek, which stands right on the 
edge of the ruins. It has an excellent 
Hotel, and ite people are hospftable. It 
has about five or six thousand inhabit 
ants, made up of Mohammedans and 
Christians. There ig a small garrison 
of soldiers, two Greek Oatholic mon- 
asteries and several giris’ schools. Th 
children followed us as we walked 
about through the ruins, selling purses 
made of Syrian silk, into which they 
had woven the six great columns of 
the temple. They also asked for bak- 
sheesh and the begging palm was 
everywhere to be seen. 

The Cedars of Lebanon. 

TI am surprised at the scanty vege- 
tation of these mountains of Lebanon. 
I had expected to find them covered 
with forests, whereas they are almost 
treeless. Their lower slopes are well 
cultivated and some of them aire ter- 
raced almost to the top. Thousands 
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step-like one above another, covering 
the hills for miles and miles. The 
patches contain mulberry orchards and 
vineyards. There are also peaches and 
apples, and in the valleys are rich flelds 
of wheat, bariey and clover. The ehief 
formation is limestone, and there are 
rocks everywhere, although the soil 
‘seems wondcerfully rich. 

The cedars of Lebanon may have 
been great in the past. but they have 
now disappeared The only ones left 
are scattered about nine or ten hours 
from Baalbek. The trees grow in the 
thin soll, which covers the white lime- 
stone, the ground being coated with 
spines, cones and. leaves. The oldest 
trees are seven in number, and the 
tallest is not more than 80 feet high. 
The largest all about 15 feet 
thick, so you see they are mere sprouts 
in comparison with the big trees of 
California and quite small as com- 
pared with the giants of Washington 
and Oregon. The cedars which were 
taken for the temple probably came 
from the region where the old cedars 
stand, although other parts of the Leb- 
anon mountains may have then been 
covered with woods. logs must 
have been cut in the forests, and car- 
ried over the mountains, a distance of 
40 or 50 miles, to the seacoast. The 
rafting was done under the direction 
of King Hiram of Tyre, and the logs 
were probaktly towed down to Jaffa, 
and thence carried up the mountains 
of Judea to Jerusalem, a distance of 
about 40 miles. The cedars bear cones 
which are about as large as a goose 
egg, the leaves or spines of the cones 
being solid rather than detached, as 
those of our cedars at home, The 
wood is whitish in color; it is soft and 
for building is far inferior to cypress 
or pilae

To show how closely the express buei- 
ness affects the public, Mr. Atwood de- 
scribes as follows a few of the fune- 
tions the companies perform: 

“An express company will file legal 
@ocuments, redeem pawned articles, 
collect notes, draftg and accounts. It 
will execute deeds, conveyances and 
contracts, enter and clear at custom- 
houses any desired articles of import 
and export, transport goods in bond to 
any desired port of entry, exchange 
foreign money. pay gas bills, and. in 
short, will attend to any legitimate 
business transaction as the customer's 
agent. Among the articles which an 
express oompany makes a specialty of 
traneporting are g0ld, silver, bank 
notes, currency, deeds, contracts, pre- 
cious stones, jewelry, watches, clocks,

It was under Mr. James’ adminis-

Paid Him $100 to Take It. 

One day an old Atlantan who was 
not blessed with much of this world’s 
goods, but who was anxious to own 
something, even if it were only a hole 
in the ground, walked into the James 
Bank and asked Mr. James to put a 
price on the hole. 

“A price said Mr. James, think- 
ing of his tax payments “Why, my 
friend, I'll give you a hundred dollars 
in cash to let me deed that lot to you. 
Want it?’ 

The proposition was quickly taken, 
and when the deed was made Mr. 
James said: 

“Now go to the court house and have 
that deed registered at once. But hold 
on a minute, it'll cost you something 
to record that deed; take this five 
dollars and never mind the change”’ 

Outside of his failure that was one 
of the few trades in which Banker 
James pocketed a big loss. 

The new owner of that hole in the 
ground was a handcart pusher. AS 
he moved about town buying junk 
to sell, he picked up tin cans, brickbats, 
and any old thing that would fill up 
a hole, and dumped them into it. 

‘It’s funny,’ said Mr. James, “how 
anxious I was to get rid of that lot. 
I'd been paying taxes on it for years. 
It was about the only thing I had 
that my creditors refused to list 
among my assets. I paid a man a 
hundred dollars to take it, 
man got $2,000 for it. Today that same 
lot is worth $10,000 if it’s worth a cent. 
Still I’m satisfied’’ 

Tried an Artesian Well. 

When Mr. James built the residence 
which afterwards went to the Capital 
City Club, he wanted water but 
couldn't get it from the Walton spring 
because he had sold the right along 
with the executive mansion; 89 he dug 
what he hoped would be an artesian 
well, went down some 800 feet and 
then had to abandon the effort. 

“What was done while I was may- 
or?” he said, repeating the question. 
“Oh, nothing, but sit in the executive 
chair, look wise and draw my pay. 
In fact, pay day was about the busiest 
day of the month during that year.” 

Apart from his term as 
his two races for governor—one 
against Milton Smith and the other 
against Governor Colquitt—Mr. James’ 
only other experience in politics was 
as a member of the legislature from 
Kulton county in 1878. 

Five Homes on Peachtree. 

Around John H. James might easily 
be written a large part of the hfstory 
of Atlanta, some of its most interesting 
and stirring history. * 

Mr. James has lived in more than 
half a dozen handsome homes on 
Peachtree street, five of which he built 
himself. 

Hig first Peachtree street home stood 
On the lot at Peachtree and _ Ellis 
streets, immediately opposite where 
the Aragon hotel now stands. It has 
long since given way to stores. 

Then he built the present executive 
mansion, which the sold to the state.

Beginning of His Career. 

In Silence the father and mother 
heard their son, the successful banker 
and financier of the future days, say 
There was No surprise mani- 
if any existed. The James fam- 
ily had always been a family of work, 
and not of words, and when, after 
breakfast, the next morning, the jun- 
ior James brought from his room in 
the loft a bundle—trunks and even 
carpet bags were few in those days 
a bundle containing his best suit of 
clothes, a few shirts and some under- 
wear, the father and mother bade him 
affectionate good-by and watched 
him as he truged his way out of 
Sight, his vision and his hopes upon 
Atlanta. He thad passec his majority, 
and with his magnificent young man- 
hood filled with ambition and hope, he 
came to the city practically an en- 
tire and total stranger. 

“Oh, yes,” he said, speakinz of his 
early days, “I remember well my first 
job—-remembDer it just as distinc.ly as 
though it were yesterday. I got here 
in the morning and, after securing a 
boarding place, but got busy at once. I 
time to look around for 
something to sut me, but dippel into 
tne hunt for work right off.

John H. James, as a whisky 
seller. Don't sound good, does it? Yet 
it's just so. 
I made a good bartender—about as 
£00d aS any in Atlanta in those days 
I never took a job of any kind in my 
life that I didn’t give up the best there 
was in me, and when I started to serve 
Mr. Lamb-—-that was my first boss’ 
name—lI gave the best I knew how, and 
it proved good business, because, with- 
in a few months, I was offered a better 
place with another wan in the same 
line of business, and at a bigger pay, 
and I took it. Yes, John H. James, a 
pfoneer Atlantan, was one of the plo- 
neer bartenders in the Gate City of the 
South.’ 

And Mr. James laughed as he turned 
his mind back upon those days 

“But maybe I'd better explain,” he 
remarked, as he turned his gaze upon 
the startled expression of General A. 
J. West, who had heard the story. “In 
those days there were no barrooms 
like there are today, or rather like we 
had until Georgia went dry. Grocery 
were one of the biggest fea- 
tures of mercantile life in the south, 
and the height of a man’s ambition in 
commercial life was to be the lead- 
ing grocery merchant of his locality. 
store sold liquor—sold 
it by retail and by wholesale, and the 
liquor end of the trade was designated 
as a ‘groggery.’ 

Started at 88 a Month. 

“Anyhow, I started in wtth Lamb, 
on Whitehall street, at $8 a month, 
and that was pretty good pay in those 
days. EF made good and within a few 
months a grocer named Mann, whose 
place was only a few doors away, made 
me an offer of $10, and I took him up 
quick. I found out afterwards that he 
had been advised that IT had the mak- 
ing of a good whisky seller in me and 
for that reason he wanted me. There 
wasn't any drunkenness in those days 
The men bought the stuff, and it was 
all good enough to take home. There 
weren't any snakes and Indians and 
Suicides and murders and red-fire in 
the whisky I sold. It was all good 
proof stuff and you could drink it like 
water. Don't believe me? Ask Frank 
Rice and Samp Morris and others who 
lived here then.” 

Atlanta Sixty Years Ago. 

Of Atlanta sixty years ago Mr. James 
talks interestingly. When he came 
from his father’s home the town was 
a small place. 

“There weren't a dozen attractive 
buildings then in the cetftty,” he says, 
“and a two-story building was a sky- 
scraper. The center of the place was 
what is now Known as Five Points, 
but there were only four streets then. 

“The old Norcross corner, where the 
Fourth National bank building now 
stands, was the hub of the town. There 
everybody congregated and there sto- 
ries and rumors drifted and there, of 
co'lrse, everybody went to get news 
and to spread it. The road to Decatur 
it was then, instead of Decatur street. 
So it was the road to Marietta, which 
we now call Marietta street. Peach- 
tree street in those days started from 
the railroad tracks, and not from the 
Fourth National bank, as it is now 
erroneously placed. There were few, 
mighty few, handsome homes in the 
city, as I have said, at that time.” 

Mr. James told of Atlanta as it then 
appeared, He talkw of the depot and 
tells how the railroads split the town 
into two parts as effectually as a river 
would have done. He talks interest- 
ingly of the cld springs which started 
under the building now occupied by the 
Oglesby Grocery Company, and of the 
one where the old National hotel stood. 
He tells of the time when the plat of 
zround now occupied by Trinity church 
was on the edge of town, and of the 
completion of the old Mitchell home on 
Whitehall street, near Trinity avenne, 
known in those days as Peters street. 

Into Book Business Next. 

“But,” said Mr. James, recurring to 
his personal experiences, “I was never 
fond of the liquor traffic, and after 
I had accumulated a few hundred dol- 
lars I made up my mind to pull out 
and go back home. While I was with 
Mann I often dropped into the only 
book store in Atlanta’ in those days. 
It was run by a man named Key. I 
and 
he seemed to take kindly to.me. He 
was an Englishman and was well edu- 
cated, and was a great book worm. 
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He was a consumptive and passed the 
greater part of hig time traveling 
through the country selling books 
at auction. After having made up my 
mind to go back to the farm, I went 
to tell Mr. Key of my determination, 
and to thank him for his kindness. 
Imagine my surprise when Mr. Key 
said: 

“But you are not going away. I 
need you myself, and right now I want 
you. I want you to take charge of 
when I am away in the 
country selling books.

| gian were better than he had ever an- 
ticipated, and when Mr. Key next went 
out John H. James was in charge of 
the house. It was then customary to 
sell books of all Kinds at auction, and 
for months at a time Mr. Key would 
be ‘away, leaving the store under the 
management of John H. James. 

“Now, imagine my surprise one day,” 
said Mr. James, “when Mr. Key asked 
me to get up and auction some books. 
Well, I got up, but when I tried to get 
to work. I couldn’t open my mouth. I 
had what is sometimes called the ‘buck 
fever ‘Anyhow, I couldn't do any- 
thing, and that was the end of it.” 

From Books to Jewelry. 

Mr. Key was of delicate health, as 
Mr. James puts it, and was finally 
compelled to quit the road. It was 
then that he sent Mr. James out to 
continue his work. 

“And notwithstanding my failure at 
first, I made @ success as an auctioneer 
from that day on. It was no trouble 
for me to sell books. But my long suit 
was the family Bible. I could sell 
more of them in a minute than a dray 
could haul off in a day. I made a trip 
or two, and then I decided to get into 
the game for myself. Mr. Key owed 
me a few hundred dollars, and when 
me cametoasettlemenhe didn’t have 
all that was coming to ma and wanted 
me to take books for the balance. I 
had a pretty good purse of money for 
those days, but I had come to find 
that books weren’t the easiest thing 
to sell at outcry. 

‘I told Mr. Key that I had an eye 
On selling jewelry, and that I was go- 
ing to New York to lay in a stock. I 
told him, however, that I had always 
been able to sell family Bibles and 
that he might lay me in a supply of 
that kind of literatura With my jew- 
elry and the family Bibles I began 


work in North Carolina I worked 
through that state and its sister state, 
South Carolina, and down into Texas, 
and when I wound up down there I 
was $20,000 to the good on an invest- 
ment of something like $700.” 

And the ex-banker dropped back into 
his chair and took on a long-off, far- 
away as th trying to dig 
out of the past its happy incidents.

It was just about that time Atlan- 
ta manifested aspirations to become 
the capital of the state, and real es- 
tate then within the confines of the 
city took on an added value. Mr. James 
with his usual foresight, planted money 
on the hills and in the vales near the 
center of the city. His investments 
ell proved good and feeling himself - 
easy circumstances, he determined 


upon a home in the social center. It jot! 


as he recounts the past, “expecting to 
pass the balance of my life there. It 
was architecturally designed by Mrs. 
James and myself, to suit our wants 
for ever and a day. But financtal 
troubles camp and once more I found 
myself without a home, without means, 
but with life and energy sufficient to 
start again—and for the third time, 
the battle of life.” 

Then for years it wasastruggle with 
Mr. James. He had owned the lot on 
which the Atlanta National bank now 
stands and the Whitehall frontage 
along to the railroad crossing. That 
was before the days of the viaduct. 

His next home was at 314 Peachtree 
street, long one of the city’s hand- 
somest residence, and which, still 
owned by Mr. James, is leased and 
used as a boarding house. 

He has finally moved into what he 
says will be his last home, which he 
has just completed on Peachtree road, 
near the Seaboard crossing. 

Worth a Million or More. 

“When I had been out selling books 
for Mr. Key,” says Mr. James, as he 
grows reminiscent, “and had been 
away down in Texas for a long time, I 
found myself $20,000 to the good. That 
was when I bought that buggy, that 
pair of horses and that negro and 
started back to Georgia to find a wife, 
and, as I have told yow I found one, 
the best one on earth. 

“Oh, I guess I could have cashed in

A corporation known as the Central 
Bank Block Company was the outcome, 
and to that organization was surren- 
dered the buildings between the bank 
building and the ratlroad tracks. It 
all ground its way through the courts 
and the holders of stock eventually 
got what was coming to them. 

It was one of the largest bank fail- 
ures in the state and attracted atten- 
tion throughout the south. 

In the meantime, Mr. James went 
ahead dealing in real.estate and carry- 
ing on a small bank at 135 Whitehall 
street, where Morgan, the harness 
man, is now located. But several years 
ago he retired from the banking bus- 
iness. 

Good as a National Bank.

I had sold the furni- 
ture, the carpets, the rugs, the window 
shades and curtains as well as the 
dishes and the cooking utensils to the 
state for $100,000. And all Governor 
Bulloch had to do wag walk in, put a 
match to the cook stove, get his din- 
ner, turn down his bed and get to sleep 
—for every nook and corner was clean 
and ready for use. 
Cash With a Heavy Discount. 

“Cash? Well, not exactly. But I 
got bonds—bonds for $100,000, and 
within a few days I sold those bonds to 
Henry Clews, of New York. You've 
‘heard of him? Thought s0. Most 
Georgians have heard of Clews, be- 
cause of his efforts to collect some 
Georgia bonds. But the bonds I got 
for that home are nof among those 
Clews is trying to collect, for the sim- 
ple reason that those particular bonds 
have been paid long ago. I got $85,- 
000 in hard coin for $100,000 of bonds 
and those bonds were signed by Gov- 
ernor Bulloch. 

“I told you I got a hundred thousand 
dollars for the mansion in bonds, and 
that I sold them to Clews for $85,000. 
That would indicate that I was $45,000 
to the good. But I wasn't, not by a 
good lump.”

Club, and there he was residing when 
as hag the last time.

“Say, I believe I told you that selling 
whisky was my introduction to the 
trading people of Atlanta, didn’t I? So 
I thought. Now, suppose I were to tell 
you that I was in those days, and have 
been since, a pretty good gambler? 
Jar you, would it? So I thought. Still 
it’s about true. Only I didn’t play the 
game on the green cloth like some of 
the good, thoroughbred sports of those 
days did. Still I gambled just as hard. 
While some of my old friends—and 
they were good, square men—men you 
could trust anywhere, at any.time, and 
for any sum—chanced it on the green 
tables, I took my chances on the side- 
walk, across the counter—any old place 
where I could speculate. Yes, I some- 
times think I was a natural born gam- 
bler. I never missed a chance to take 
a chance, and while I came out to the 
good time and time agafh, there was 
many a time I would have been better 
off if I had not gone into the game. 

“Where the man who wore the dia- 
mond stud and the diamond ring played 
the game, it was called gaming. Where 
I and others took our chances to win 
or lose it was called speculation. It 
was the same game. The results were 
the same. It was win or lose, and 
when I lost I took the result just like 
the faro dealer who told his clientele 
he was broke by turning his deal box 
upside down—I believe that’s the way 
they did in those days. But, honest, I 
don’t know, for I never saw a faro 
game in my life. That’s a fact. Still 
I know it’s only another form of spec- 
ulation. And I never saw one of those 
men I wasn’t willing to trust for al- 
most any amount he wanted.” 

Always Ready to Help Needy. 

While Mr. James might have cashed 
in once or twice in his life for more 
than a million, he never had a dollar 
he wasn't willing to divide with some- 
one in need. ; 

But when he did split no one ever 
knew of it unless the recipient told it. 
Always working hard for the dollar, he 
was yet ready to hand out a part of it, 
and many’s the man and woman whose 
palm has been tickled by a handshake 
with John H. James. Even when ad- 
versity was riding him hardest, when 
the financial skies about him were the 
darkest, with no rainbow to give prom- 
ise that there would not be another 
deluge, he opened his purse to help 
others with more pressing needs upon 
them, 

The James Failures. 


Of his financial embarrassments Mr. 
James is loth to talk. He doesn’t con- 
sider the suspension of the James bank 
in 1873 a failure, sayihge that he was 
handicapped for a few days and that 
he sacrificed a fortune to make good 
his financial obligations. 

f the other failure, which Mr. James 
insists was his only failure, a book 
might be written. Before the failure 
came Mr. James had acquired all the 
Whitehall street frontage from his 
bank lot to the railroad crossing. On 
the lot was a three-story building, the 
upper floors being used as offices, 
while the ground floor was utilized as 
stores. c

First Six-Story Building. 
It may interest Atlantans to learn 


that Mr. James built the first six-story |} 


bullding tn Atlanta, and that within a 
few years he added a second six-story 
building to nis list of taxable property, 
making him the only taxpayer in At- 
lanta at that time owning two such 
buildings. 

The first six-story bullding to go up 
was on Whitehall street, at Hunter, 
where the J. 'M. High Company store 
now stands. The building was put up 
in 1868 or 1869, and was one of the 
finest and most attractive structures 
in the city; in fact, in the south, be- 
tween Richmond and New Orleans. 

The ot and building were sold at 
auction when Mr. James’ first financial 
embarrassment came about, and were 
bought Dy the late William Markham, 
builder and owner of the Markham 
house, for $13,000. The lot and build- 
ing cost Mr. James $60,000. 

Mr. James’ other six-story building 
was the bank building on Whitehall, 
at Alabama street, where the Atlanta 
National bank now stands. And it was 
there Mr, James had the trying days of 
his financial career. The lot original- 
ly had a Whitehall street frontage of 
18 feet, and ran down Alabama street 
79 feet. On it was a two-story build- 
ing, which had been constructed of 
brickbats and bricks left by Sherman 
in his march to the sea. The outside 
of the building had been plastered over.

Ten Cents as Good as a Dollar. 

“IT knew the sale was to take place 
long before it came off,’”’ pemarked Mr. 
James, “and I had been buying notes 
issued before by the bank. I got the pa- 
per for about 10 cents onthe dollar, and 
paid for it in their own coin. I gave 
$60,000 for the lot and two-story build- 
ing, and paid forit in their own 
money. So the bank cost me just 8600.

As I have 
told you, the old bank building was 
two stories when I bought it. Well, 
in the middle "80s I decided to pile on 
four more stories and make it a six- 
story. After I had finished the job and 
tenants had filled the offices, the build- 
ing inspectors, Calvin Fay, an old 
friend, was a member of the board, and 
pronounced the building unsafe, and 
finally decreed that iron pillars should 
have to be put under the rear eng on 
Alabama street. The work was under- 
taken, and to accomplish it the walls 
at the rear end had to be torn away. 
While the work was going on Con- 
gressman Hammond told a party of 
friends who were looking on that 
James was the first man to start a six- 
story building by working from the 
top down.”

Gave Atlanta Two Churches, 


Two churches have been given At- 
lanta congregations by John H. James. 
When he entered the race for governor 
against Governor Milton Smith, Mr. 
James purchased a triangular plat of 
ground on Whitehall street, where the 
Central railway and Atlanta and West 
Point tracks cut that street near West 
End. The lot had a long frontage on 
Whitehall and measured about the 
same number of feet along the railroad 
tracks. From Whitehall back to the 
tracks there was a space of 200 or 300 
feet, while at the other end the land 
lines came to an acute angle. The 
formation of the plat was not only 
unusual, but was rather peculiar. So 
unusual were the boundary lines that 
it became necessary to fit a building 
on it. It was an ideal location for a 
small park—such as the Hillyer park 
on Fair, Crew and Trinity, it might 
have been. 

But in those days ##¢janta wasn't 
giving much attention “5 parks. 

Sometning like a tidal wave in re- 
vivals was then sweeping Atlanta, and 
Mr. James bought that irregular, odd- 
ly-shaped, triangular plat of ground 
and contracted for a brick church 
thereon. With psalms and prayers, 
the edifice was surrendered to a Meth- 
odist congregation for a house of wor- 
ship, and for years and years some of 
the most distinguished orators of that 
denominaticn drew large and Iinterest- 
ed audiences to that building.

Scott, it is declared, has kept entirely 
aloof from al} controversies and has 
devoted herself exclusively to the 
business of the society.

and desire to see her grow more beau- 
tiful and more powerful tnstead of less 
so. Upon that day the Weeks bill, 
which provides for the appropriation 
by the federal government of $11,000,- 
000 for the purpose or securing the Ap- 
palachian and White mountain forest 
reserve, passed the _ senate, which 
makes it into a law, saving only the 
signature of President Taft. 

This means that the forests all along 
the line of these two great ranges 
will be forested, not devastated; that 
the proper trees will be cut and re- 
planting will accompany eutting, and 
that thereby incalculable damage will 
be averted along the lines of soil 
erosion and stream choking. 

A special point of interest to all 
Georgians must lie in the fact that the 
proposéd reserve includes the head- 
waters of the Tallulah river and the 
falls which all Georgians must wish to 
have preserved for all time to the 
state. 

We are sure that many men in Geor- 

ia. share the feelings of Mr. R. H. 
Sheffield, of Blakely, who writes: 

“My information is that the Georgia 
federation has been very desirous of 
preserving the scenic effects of Tallu- 
lah Falls for the pleasure and eleva- 
tion of this and future generations. 

“I see from the Atlanta newspapers 
that the company headed by C. Elmer. 
Smith, of York, Pa., has acquired the 
water rights, and have begun prepara- 
tions to destroy the best effects of this 
grand and beautiful piece of scenery, 
a piece of scenery in which every Geor- 
gian should have a pride and an inter- 
est in preserving perpetually. I write 
this to know if you will be kind enough 
to give me that information, whether 
or not your organization has given up 
the fight. It does seem that if the state 
legislature sits supinely by, or if they 
are powerless to prevent the destruc- 
tion, that the many good women that 
hold membership in your good clubs 
could enlist our senators and represen- 
tatives in congress in its behalf, and 
that some means could be found by 
which the United States could acquire 
the property and set the same aside 
as @ national park.

A Good Sport at Ninety-Two. 

All England and America, too, stop- 
ped and took notice several weeks ago 
when the Honorable Lady Coville, of 
England, followed the hounds at the 
meet of a famous English hunt club. 
Later comes the story that at the age 
of 92 the other day Frank Work, the 
well-known horseman, decided to sell 
his famous stable. According to a 
writer in The New York Herald, he has 
pensioned two of his famous horses: 

“Pilot Boy, 2:09%, and Merle Moore, 
2:25%, the last of his trotters. 

The veteran horsemen still takes his 
daily drive in a victoria when the weath- 
er is fine, and he looks so hale and hearty 
that David Bonner and other friends 
expect to see him a centenarian. 

“What history has been made in the 
horse world in the lifetime of Mr. 
Work! The great sectional match race 
between Eclipse and Henry, which 
ushered in the golden era of the Ameri- 
can running turf, took place four years 
after he was born. The first trotting 
track in America had not then been 
built, and the best performance on rec- 
ord at the trotting gait was a mile in 
about 3:00. 

“From the house where Mr. Work 
now lives, at No. 13 Kast Twenty-ninth 
street, he looks out upon Madison 
square, diagonally across which ran the 
road from Corporal Thompson's tavern, 
at Broadway and Twenty-third street, 
to Cato’s road house, at Second avenue 
and Fifty-second street, when those 
old-time hostelries were favorite stop- 
ping places for the men who drove 
trotters on Third avenue and the 
Bloomingdale road. When Mr. Work 
came to New York from Chillicothe, 
Ohio, more than sixty years ago, this 
road was still in existence, and he 
drove over it many times, havingsabeen 
a frequenter of Cato’s. 

“It was Cato’s road house that Wash- 
ing Coster, in 1823, matched Betsey 
Baker against William Niblo's Dragon, 
in the first trotting race of which any 
record has been preserved. Cato drove

The “Petrarche Sonette’’ expresses the 
impression left upon the composer by 
a sonnet of Petrarch. 

The last solo number is the ‘“Polo- 
naise,”” by Klindworth. Mr. Mueller 
was formerly a pupil of Klindworth, 
and while that relation continued a 
very strong attachment grew up be- 
tween the two kindred spirits.

A Valuable Lecture. 

Pr. John E. Gunn's lecture on “The 
Catholic Church and Portugal,” which 
was delivered Wednesday night at 
Marist Hall. under the auspices of the 
Young Ladies’ Sodality of the Sacred 
lieart church, was heard by a large 
and attentive audience. ; 

Clear in logic and expression, the 
lecture was as valuable for its expo- 
sition of the relations between church 
and state in all countries where Ca- 
tholicism has been recognized as the 
religion of the state, as it was illumi- 
nating in regard to recent and pres- 
ent conditions in Portugal. 

Dr. Gunn described the growth of the 
dependence between church and state, 
beginning in the early days of Christ- 
anity, and the rise, climax and fall of 
the temporal power of the churoh, con- 
trasting its history in brief with its 
historv in the Uniteg States. 

Political conditions, lack of educa- 
tion, and Free Masonry in Portugal 
‘the latter society an entirely different 
organization in its character and opb- 
ject from the Masons in this country), 
he gave as the reasons for the decay 
of Portugal and the recent revolution. 
Particularly interesting was his an- 
ewer to the frequent accusation that 
the Catholic chiirch, in counties where 
that religion is the state religion, is 
responsible for popular ignorance and 
Hliiteracy. The blame he placed on the 
state, since the work of education 
properly belongs to the state, and even 
in Catholic countries, where such {)lit- 
eracy exists, the state has never rele- 
gated to the church the responsibility 
of education. Education, by the church 
has been on its own responsibility, and 
ig these countries too often the only 
means to education afforded. 

Pr. Gunn's hearers included many 
people, including ministers not of his 
own denomination who know his 
breadth of view and his information, 
and whether they all agreed with him 
or not, they admired and applauded 
hie clear and vigorous explanation of 
a timely subject.

The New Art in Paris. 


(Marius de Zayas, in the February 
Forum.) 

I went through the galleries again, 
and [ stopped before a group to which 
& person of respectable appearance 
gave some explanations. 

“One must not make fun of what one 
cannot understand, only because one 
cannot understand it. We must not 
laugh at the rules of ‘cubism,’ at the 
pyramids upon the perallelopipeds, nor 
ay the theories that a triangle has an 
equa] value in painting with a beau- 
tiful blue, or an hexagonal with a 
burnt slenna. Worse things the phi- 
losophers of the Positivism make you 
swallow every day and you don’t pro- 
test. Let us put aside the exaggera- 
tions peculiar to all systems, to every 
school which revolutionizes, seeking 
the truth either in the future or in the 
past. This Salon is not a school prop- 
erly speaking, it is a neutral field for 
all the struggles in art, and here is 
admitted everything that is brought, 
without regard to the trademark. A 
man may believe i nthe theory of ‘cub- 
ism,’ he must demonstrate here its ex- 
actitude, or at least its conveniences. 
Another may belleve in metaphysical 
painting, without form or contour, 
when he brings his work here we will 
see what there is in it to impress us. 
This painting could be taken for a 
plate of spinach, or for a sunset, that 
other one could be called the Rape of 
the Sabines, as well as a Family of 
Crocodiles Sleeping their Siesta on the 
Banks of a River. That does not 
matter. This is only a question of op- 
tics. of conventionalism. What matter 
is that the artist should tell us what 
he wanted to make, and that we should 
find out if he accomplished it.’ 

That wasto bethethread of Ariadne 
A very thin and fragile thread, it is 
true, but, {f I pulled not too strongly, 
it could help me out of the labyrinth. 

What are these people aiming at? To 
find the truth, not the absolute truth, 
but the artistic truth, reproducing the 
outer nature as they see it, iP not 
through their temperament, at least 
through their theories. 

They want to go back to the past, 
to the primitive art, for they consider 
it less conventional, more spdntaneous, 
more like the truth, if not more 
truthful. 

But they are groping as if they were 
studying the ground before entering 
fully into it. They are making’ Fe- 
hearsals that shock us, because they 
are against all we have seen and 
learned, They find massed against 
them the,.academic dogmas and their 
believers, who are unable to think. to 
have their own ideas, and who releat 
what they have heard, refusing to in- 
vestigate anything that would disturb

| Brandeis---A Man Who Works 


for the People. 

Ernest Poole writes an articie about 
Louis D. Brandeis for the lebruary 
American Magazine thar ts an interest- 
ing study of a remarkable record of 
unselfish work done in the public in- 
terest. He says, speaking of Brandeis’ 
earlier history: 

“When he married in 1891, he had 
already made up his mind to give 
more and more time to public work 
and with this purpose his wife was in 
thorough accord. Though his income 
was large, they agreeg rrom the start 
upon a most simple scate of living, soa 
leaving time and money free for thea 
series of public struggles in which he 
has engaged ever since. 

‘In one of his early efforts there 
is a certain grim humor. [n 1897 he 
went to Washington to appear for the 
consumer in the Dingley tariff hearing. 
I quote from a paper of that date: 
‘Mr. Louis D. branbank the brilliant 
young Bostonian, who appeared before 
the ways and means committee today 
on behalf of the consumers of tne 
United States, did not receive a very 
cordial welcome... .

The Case Against Fortifica- 


tion. 

(H. A. Austin in-the February Forum.) 

The arguments against fortification 
may de summed up as follows: That 
the canal is a point on a line of sea 
eommunications, and its defense should 
be purely a naval one, to be mede as 
far from it as possible; that control of 
the sea is the principal factor in its 
defense, capture or destruction; that if 
an enemy secured control of the sea, 
either on the Atlantic or Pacific, the 
canal would be of nq_use to our navy, 
for it would be blockaded, in which 
case fortifications at its entrance 
would not interfere with such a block- 
ade. In other words, that, if the navy 
could not protect the canal without 
‘fortifications, it could not do so with 
them. It is also argued that guns at 
the entrances to the canal, no matter 
how powerful, would not prevent small 
raiding parties from landing elsewhers 
in the vicinity out of range of the 
coast guns, and destroying the canal 
by the use of dynamite or attacking 
the forts in rear; that the danger of a 
hostile fleet passing through the canal 
is visionary, unless the enemy first got 
possession, for the ships when once 
in the canal would be at the mercy of 
the lock-tenders; that if a portion of 
our army was located on the Isthmus, 
it would need open communications 
with the United States, and if the ene- 
my had control of the sexu, this would 
be impossible, and fortifications would 
be of no use in this respect; that no 
damage conld be done to the locks and 
dams bv a hostile fleet outside, for 
these are out ‘of range of gun fire 
from the respective harbors; that the 
danger of bombardment to an unforti- 
fied canal is imaginary. as the laws of 
war forbid it.

Combining Materials.

The mandarin 
upper part of the waist, when of a 
transparent material, as voile or chif- 
fon or marquisette, is frequently laid 
over a foundation of pale pink satin re- 
gardless of the color of the dress, and 
lining ds further adorned with 
little ruchings of lace and small bow- 
knota of ribbon which show prettily 
through the bodice.

Satin Folda. 


Fojde of satin on the principle of a 
niping, but about an inch wide, trim 
every kind of gown this spring. Some- 
times the folds outline the yoke or vest, 
sometimes they are laid in bands upon 
the material as braiding or lace is used, 
or, again laid two or three deep they 
form a larger fold to finish off the end 
of the lace yoke.

Satin is perhaps the favorite for all 
trimmings on all kinds of gowns this 
gee and it does not only appear in 
the one-inch border. but often in folds 
tyro to three inches wide. Instead of 
ribbon trimming or yelvet, satin is now 
used almost altogether. 


The Use of Buttons. 


Buttons, if not too conspicuous, are 
always an effective trimming. Buttons 
must never be of a color that they form 
the most striking feature of a costume 
or of a size that looks awkward or 
heavr, but used with reason and good 
taste they will often make an exceed- 
ingly smart costume without the aid of 
any further adornment. With the bands 
of satin, rows of buttons covered also 
with satin will give a pleasing note, but 
buttons should never give the only for- 
eign color toa gown. The buttons used 
this year are quite flat and seldom 
more than an inch in diameter—exoept

If the Sulloway Service

Washington, February 18.—By a vote 
of 49 to 35, the senate today took up 
the Sulloway service pension bill. This 
vote does not sidetrack the joint reso- 
lution for the election of senators by 
popular vote, which remains the unfin- 
ished business. 

The vote for consideration was cast 
gmenerally by republicans, the exception 
being Senators Chamberlain of Oregon, 
Owen of Oklahoma, and Shively of In- 
diana, democrats. Senators Brandegee 
and Bulkely of Connecticut, Burton of 
Ohio, Crane and Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, Crawford of South Dakota, Kean 
of New Jersey, and Warren of Wyo- 
ming, republicans, voted against oon- 
sideration. Senator McCumber of the 
North Dakota, offered his substitute 
for the Sulloway bill providing for a 
Sinaller increase. 

A question arose as to the rate af 
death of pensioners.

dose had been administered to a 
youngster, whom his mother had tried 
to give the medicine to and failed, the 
rest of the children got well immedi-

EXPLAINS 


POSITION ON SCHOOL “FRILLS” 


Councilman Nutting, who recently 
introduced a resolution in council, ask- 
ing for the abolishment of the depart- 
ments of physical culture, drawing and 
singing, has furnished The Constitu- 
tion with a statement of his position 


in this matter. 
He declares that his ordinance had 
been misunderstood, and that instead 
of opposing physical training and the 
study of hygiene, of drawing and of 
musio, he is really in favor of them. 
What he is opposed to is the method 
at present employed in teaching them. 
He wants them taught in the schools, 
but taught by the teacher of each 
class, as are other studies, and not to 
be considered special departments. 


His card follows: 

Editor Constitution: Please allow 
me to define my position in reference 
to the several epartments of our 
school system now under discussion. 
At the outset, let me _ state that 
strongly favor physical training and 
the study of hygiene, and also drawing 
and music in our schools. It is simply 
a question as to the best way of teach- 
ing these several branches, and the 
only difference between’ the good 
women, who have so strongly assailed 
the proposed changes, and myself, is 
as to the proper methods to be used 
in bringing about the best results. 

The most objectionable of the sev- 
eral departments, as now constituted, 
is the department of drawing, and this 
is the department that I am most anx- 
ious to abolish as a separate depart- 
ment. This does not mean, however, 
that I am opposed to drawing, but 
drawing ought to be taught by the 
teachers, from books knd charts, ex- 
actly as other branches are taught, and 
under this method the children would 
be much more efficiently and intelli- 
gently taught than under the present 
method. The teachers are now bur- 
dened with a large amount of abso- 
lutely useless normal work in the 
drawing department, and if any teach- 
er has ever been benefited in the 
slightest degree by this work it has 
never come to my knowledge. My in- 
formation is that some of the teachers 
are given work in this department re- 
quiring as much as four or five hours’ 
time during the week, and I am also 
informed that the work is of no prac- 
tical help whatever in assisting the 
teacher to instruct the children in 
drawing. The present drawing de- 
partment is a burden to the teachers 
and fails to get the best results for 
the children, and in re is a heavy 
expense to the patrong of the schools. 
In some of the grades the equipment 
required of the pupils in the drawing 
department costs almost as much 4s 
all of the books for all other branches. 
I favor drawing in the schools, or art, 
if the good women prefer that word, 
but it ought to be taught in a rational 
way. 

As to physical culture and hygiene, 
no one could advocate more strongly 
than I the virtues and benefits that 
come from thorough physical training 
in our schools. I submit, however, that 
a dozen exercises or movements given 
to the pupils in every grade of every 
school in the city for a stated time 
each day would be far more benefi- 
cial than the large number of move- 
ments now given, which as a rule are 
never learned by the children. A dozen 
ynovements, thoroughly learned, are 
far better than a hundred movements 
never learned, and really a doen 
movements cover all the movements 
necessary to be given, and these move- 
ments could be given by the teachers 
from charts just as well as under the 
present arrangement. Under the meth- 
ods now in vogue many of the gradés 
are seldom given physical training of 
any kind, ereas I strongly 


the devotion of a stated time each 
day, in every grade of every school, 
including the two high schools, to a 
System of physical exercises given by 
the teacher under the general super- 
intendence and direction and control 
of the principal, thus abolishing all 
normal work in this department. 

As to hygiene, children ought to be 
given general instruction in personal 
cleanliness and the simple rules of 
health, but surely no director is needed 
for such instruction. Let these things 
be taught from books, exactly as his- 
tory and grammar and other branches 
are taught. Suppose we had a director 
of history and a director of grammar 
and a director of arithmetic and a di- 
rector of every other branch taught, 
with a small army of assistant direct- 
ors, and each one striving to magnify 
his own department as the one neces- 
sary department of the whole system, 
and it is not difficult to see that choas 
would be the result. 

This brings us now to music. This 
is the least objectionable of the several! 
departments under discussion, and 
with a few minor changes in the direc- 
tion of making this work more in the 
nature of a recreation than a study, 
it would probably be just as well to 
continue this department as now or- 
ganized. 

I do not wish to pull down or weak- 
en, but on the other hand I am anx- 
fous to build up and improve our 
school system, but I am fully con- 
vinced that some changes in our pres- 
ent methods are imperatively needed.

Dr. Gray says: 

“In a recent issue of The Constitu- 
tion there appeared an account of the 
Stealing of valuable jewelry by a 
young negro. This man had been en- 
gaged to help the landlady of a room- 
ing house to clean the rooms. During 
part of the time he was thus engaged 
he managed to become the possessor of 
the goods in question. The owner of 
the property missed the jewelry the 
day following the theft, and at once 
communicated with the detective de- 
partment. Al] information that could 
be given was given, and in the course 
of forty-eight hours the negro was be- 
hind the prison bars. 

“On appearing at Judge Broyles’ 
court, and admitting the theft, the 
young mnegro was bound over in a 
bond of $500. It is more than likely 
that a pretty stiff sentence will be 
forthcoming in due course. 

“Now, I would like to offer a few 
euggestions which, if put into practice, 
would, I think, serve to prevent much 
of the kind of thievery which is con- 
@tantly going on. 

“Tet the city council take this mat- 
ter up and make it incumbent on the 
part of every negro cook, washer- 
woman, day laborer, and all such per- 
sons, to: 

“1. Take out a license for a fee 
which shall be determined by the 
council, and register name and ad- 
Gress quarterly. 

“2. Wear a badge and be compelled 
te show that badge to every person 
Who engages his or her services. 

“3. Let no white person employ those 
people who can not furnish name, ad- 
éréss and badge. 

“4. Any change of address must be 
furnished to the office from which the 
badge has been issued. For refraining 
from doing this a small fine should be 
imposed for the first offense; for the

Hon. Robert F. Maddox, in an ad- 
dress he delivered at the cooking school 
yesterday morning, started a lively 
campaign for the introduction of do- 
mestic science in the public school sys- 
tem. ‘The cooking school which has 
been operated for the past week under 
the auspices of the woman’s board of 
the Home for Incurables, has drawn to 
the lectures being given by Mrs. Anne 
Gilchrist Strong thousands of Atlanta 
women. ° 

As the gifted woman, an expert in do- 
mestic science, opened the eyes of even 
the best housekeepers to the knowledge 
all women should have in the matter 
of food values, as well as how to pre- 
pare them, they began to realize that 
something must be done to make the 
knowledge she imparted the more wide- 
spread. Women, old and youn, should 
know it, they reasoned, and every girl 
should have such knowledge along with 
her school training. 

When Mr. Maddox, who has investi- 
gated the school systems of the lead- 
ing cities of the union, brought the 
message to the cooking classes that in 
the majority of the best school systems 
domestic science was a part of the cur- 
riculum, the desire for a movement of 
the kind was universally expressed, 
and the press were asked to co-operate 
at once in creating public sentiment 
for the creation of a department in the 
public school system for the teaching 
of domestic science. 

° Mrs. Strong to Talk. 

At once the services of Mrs. Strong 
were secured for a lecture Monday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock at the cooking 
school, when she will take as her 
theme “Domestic Science in Its Relation 
to Practical Education.” She will ex- 
plain just how domestic science may 
be grafted onto academic system. She

Mrs. Strong is a graduate of the do- 
mestic science department of Columbia 
university, and has her degree from 
that institution: Since there she has 
lectured at the leading schools of the 
country where domestic sciense is es- 
tablished, and in many of the larger 
cities where the movement has started. 

Taught Farmers’ Wives. 

Although Georgia's train, now mak- 
ing a triumphant tour through the 
State, bringing to Georgia farmers a 
great message from the best agricul- 
tural college in the county, not 
one word is being brought to 
the women, more chivalry has been 
shown the rural women of Ten- 
nessee. Under the state agricul- 
tural commission of Tennessee, two 
years ago, Mrs. Strong and a corps of 
assistants, traveled through the entire 
State, holding classes in hygiene and 
cooking in every county seat. 

“Did the women come”’ was asked 
Mrs. Strong. “Their interest and en- 
thusiasm was touching,” she replied. 
They came in hundreds, from long dis- 
tances and in all kinds of conveyances, 
and eagerly sought literature of all 
kinds on the subject. The effect has 
been reported to me since as having 
been marvelous among the rural folk, 
and I feel sure that in time the state 
agricultural commissions of all states 
will feel the necessity of a general 
movement along the line to give rural 
women the opportunity to know more 
of the principles of home-making which 
so directly relates to life.”

MOTOR CAR CARRIES CHILDREN 
TO ASHBURN HIGH SCHOOL 


Ashburn, Ga., February 18.—(Special. ) 
The trustees of the public schools of 
Ashburn are taking an’ advance step 
along educational lines. About $30,000 
has been spent in building and equip- 
ping its public school buildings. They 
have not only made it possible for the 
children living in Auburn to have the 
advantages of one of the best graded 
schools in the state, but are bringing 
the children in from Liberty school 
district, a country community, in au- 
tomobiles. 

The trustees of the Liberty school 
district receive from the county board 
of education their proportionate part 
of the public school fund, which they, 
in turn, pay to the trustees of the 
Ashburn public school to be used in 
paying for automobiles to bring the 
children into Ashburn. Children’ are 
brought in from 5 miles and carried to 
their homes by automobiles in the aft- 
ernoon, though most of the children 
are taken up at Liberty school house, 
a distance of 3 miles. John H. Mays, 
the chauffeur, makes three trips, 
ten children at a trip. This

arrangement was brought about largely 
by the work of Dr. G. C. McKenzie and 
Professor C. H. Bishop, principal 
the ABhbyrn schools. 

There is a movement on foot now to 
bring thirty children from the Dakota 
district, a distance of 5 miles; also one 
to bring in the high school students 
from the Sycamore district. 

It is the purpose of the trustees of 
the Ashburn school to cover a radius 
of 5 miles, thereby giving to the farm- 
er who resides within that distance 
all the advantages of a graded school. 
This plan eliminates the dropping out 
of the smaller children during the 
crop season, when the older ones are 
kept out to assist in the crop.

That the dog was not altogether 
edified by the experiment is intimated 
in the statement of the bulletin, which 
also says that “none of the horses took 
to the cocoanut and peanut ration 
eagerly, and the teams so fed were off 
feed during the first three weeks.” At 
the conclusion of the test al] the horses 
were reported in good condition.

New York, February 18.—Popular 
brands of low-priced teas will don a 
motley garb after May 1, according to 
wholesalers and importers here. After 
that date, accordiing to government 
direction, no more artificially-colored 
teas can be imported, and as a result, 
many of the teas which have appeared 
in beautiful green shades for a hun- 


dred years Or more, will come in here- 
aftowim, hues of brown, yellow and 
green. 

According to a statement from the 
Importers’ Association, “the trade all 
over the country is unanimous in ap- 
proving the new regulation. Green tea 
will still be green, but the color will 


be more natural. The artificial color- 
ing heretofore used by the Chinese to 
emphasize the greenness of their prod- 
ust and to impart a uniform color and 
gloss to the leaves, a harmless dye, 
will be eliminated. 

“The general public here knows very 
little about tea. America is not a 
great tea-drinking nation. The. per 
capita consumption is only 1 pound 
a year, whereas, in Canada it ta 6 
pounds, and in Great Britain nearly 7 
pounds. A 60-cent pound of tea will 
provide at least 250 cups of generous 
strength, while a 26-cent pound of 
coffee, the American beverage, is good
